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THE LOYAL LEGION. 


In a speech before the California Commandery of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion, Gen. N. P. Chip- 
man, the newly elected commander, gave this brief 
sketch of the history of the Loyal Legion, which may 
not be known even to all of its members: 

The Loyal Legion originated at Philadelphia April 
15, 1865. For a week past the North had been wild 
with rejoicings. The cruel war was over; and the 
mothers, the old men and the maidens were looking 
forward with joy to the return of their boys in blue. 
Suddenly the eyes that were bright with gladness were 
dimmed with tears of mingled wrath and passionate 
grief, for the beloved President, who had borne on his 
shoulders through the dark days of the war the respon- 
sibilities and the sorrows of the whole nation, had been 
foully stricken down in its hour of triumph. Arrange- 
ments were being made on all sides to do honor to his 
mortal remains, and, among others, the officers of the 
Army in Philadelphia assembled to take measures to 
attend the funeral in a body. It was at this meeting 
that the idea of the Legion originated. The constitution 
of the order provided that one commandery should be 
organized in each State; and, in pursuance of this, the 
Commandery of New York was organized Jan. 17, 1866; 
that of Maine April 25, 1866; of Massachusetts March 
4, 1868, and of our own Commandery of California 
April 12, 1871. Our organization was comparatively an 





accident. Col. John M. Kollock, U. 8. V., of the Com- 
mandery of Pennsylvania, ha ed to visit the Pacific 
coast in the latter part of 1870, and mentioned the 
fact of the organization of the Loyal Legion to several 
old soldiers ty our city of San Francisco, among them 
our present recorder. By considerable exertion, thir- 
teen old soldiers were induced to associate themselves 
together as charter members of the Commandery of 
California, of Bree Major General Schofield, then com- 
manding the M ilitary Division of the Pacific, was the 
head and was elected commander. Our present re- 
corder, Col. W. R. Smedberg, U. S. A., was chosen 
as recorder, in which tion he has continued for the 
past thirty years. er commanderies were organized 
at later dates in the States of Wisconsin, Lilinois, the 
District of Sense. Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, Ore- 
gon, Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa, Colorado, In- 
diana, Washington and Vermont, making twenty com- 
manderies in all. 

We have probably a larger membership in the Army 
and Navy of the United Staes than any other com- 
mandery. We have had a larger Fm gig of our mem- 
bership engaged in the war of 1 to 1901 than any 
other commandery; and while we are on the extreme 
west of the United States, we pride ourselves upon the 
fact that over 300 of our members and ex-members have 
been, during the past three years, doing good service for 
their country in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippine 
Islands. Among our commanders are numbered such 
men as Lieut. Gens. John M. Schofield and Nelson A. 
Miles, Major Gens. John F. Miller, W. L. Elliott, W. 
R. Shafter and 8S. B. M. Young, Brig. Gen. George S. 
Evans, Admirals John C. Watson, George C. Remey 
and Louis any During the thirty years that have 
passed we have had but one recorder, and in this respect 
we are unique since our organization.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Rear Admiral John Lowe, retired, has recently ap- 
pealed from the action of the Auditor for the Navy 
Department in the settlement of his claim for difference 
in pay as a retired officer. An interesting question has 
been decided by the Compiroller in connection with 
Admiral Lowe’s claim. It seems that the officer, at 
the date of the passage of the Navy Personnel act 
of March 3, 1899, was a chief engineer with the rela- 
tive rank of captain. Under the provisions of that act 
he took rank as a captain in the Navy from that date 
and on December 11, 1900, he was placed on the retired 
list with the rank of rear-admiral and with three-fourths 
the sea pay of that grade. Since his retirement he 
has been receiving the retired pay of a brigadier general 
- the Army, being three-fourths the sea pay provided 
ay law for a rear-admiral of the nine lower numbers. 

he Comptroller affirms the action of the Auditor in 
disallowing his claim, which was for the difference be- 
tween the retired pay of a brigadier general and a major 
general in the Army, on the ground that two grades 
have been established for officers of the grade of rear- 
admiral, and upon a previous decision that a staff officer 
with the rank of captain on the active list should be re- 
tired under the provisions of the Personnel act upon 
three-fourths the sea pay of a rear-admiral of the nine 
lower numbers.

THE CALIFORNIA GUARD. 


The August number of the “Overland Monthly” has 
an illustrated article by James F. J. Archibald on the 
maneuvers of the California National Guard at De 
Lavega Heights, a public park near Santa Cruz, a 
portion of which is set apart as a parade ground. The 
proximity of the parade ground to the sea makes it 
possible for the Naval Reserve to also make use of it. 
Mr. Archibald has many complimentary things to say of 
the Guard, though he criticizes them for their want of 
exact attention to the details of a soldier’s duty, and 
recommends that the attention of the officers be directed 
principally to the discipline of the corps. He says: 

“The most ludicrous object I saw at the Santa Cruz 
encampment was an orderly on duty with the Governor's 
staff. He was attired in the faultless uniform of a 
sergeant major of cavalry. He was evidently a man of 
some position and means, and unfortunately could not 
forget it. He was not a keen sport in the game he was 
playing. He had his valet at his elbow to run errands 
he was ordered to do by the officers, and his horse 
was a beautiful thoroughbred, but with a park equip- 
ment. When an officer spoke to him he stood with 
spraddling legs and a cheery smile, and his salute was 
more like a fond papa shaking da-da to a school child 
than anything I ever saw done by a man in soldier biue. 
Once when a brigadier general ordered him to do some 
service I heard him call out easily: “All right, General, 
just as soon as I get through here.” And he was in- 
structing his valet about his own mount. When the 
Governor of the State and the Major General Com- 


meuding the Regular Army in this Department were 
riding to the review escorted by a number of staff 
officers, the orderlv rode past the commissioned staff -and 
cantered alongside the carriage, chatting with the Gov- 
ernor.” 

But compliments are not lacking, as is shown by the 
following extracts from this article: 

“In Brig. Gen. W. H. Seamans, the Adjutant General 
of the State, the troops have a capable and energetic 
friend, who has the welfare of the service well at 
heart, and who shows a personal pride in the work. 
The commander of the troops, Major Gen. John H. 
Dickinson, has done much to bring the organization 
tu its present efficiency, and fortunately politics have 
been kept out of the appointments. e various bri- 
gade commanders, as well as the division commander, 
have received their stars through merit. The line of- 
ficers have had in many cases actual service during the 
Spanish War, and oe ! the work they are able 
to do is of a high grade. The staff officers have, in 
most cases, been chosen for their knowledge of the 
particular duty they are called upon to perform. I have 
never seen, even among the Regulars, an Army officer 
who performed the duties of quartermaster of a division 
better than Major John W. A. Off of General Last’s 
staff, who was made acting division quartermaster by 
General Dickinson. No Regular Engineer officer could 
have handled the planning of the camp site better than 
the division engineer, ieut. Col, Waln-Morgan 
Draper. It is not surprising, however, that Colonel 
Draper should do his work in a creditable manner, as 
he has been in military life for many years, and was 
in the United States Service as captain of Engineers.” 

Colonel Draper’s work is all the more creditable, as 
Mr. Archibald is mistaken in crediting him to the Army 
Corps of Engineers. There has never been an officer of 
the name of Draper in the Engineer Corps or in the 
Regular Army. 

The work of the medical department, under Col. Win- 
slow Anderson, is praised; that of the sanitary corps, 
under Col. Wm. D. McCarthy, division. surgeon, and 
that of the commissary department, few complaints 
being heard as to the quality of the food issued. The 
excellent showing of General Warfield’s brigade on a 
practice march is noted, and that of General Muller’s 
brigade on the skirmish line. “General Warfield’s bri- 
gade is one of the best in the State organization, and 
it ie mainly due to his personal supervision, as he is 
a thorough and capable officer, fully qualified for the 
work intrusted to him. As a whole the brigade under 
Gen. Charles F. A. Last made an excellent showing. 
The men were soldierly and well equipped in all mat- 
ters and paid much attention to the minor detail.” 

There are twenty-six illustrations in the article, in- 
cluding excellent likenesses of General Shafter, Colonel 
Wilhelm, Major Young and Captain Clark, of the 
Army, and Generals Dickinson, Warfield, Muller and 
Seamans, Colonels Seymour, O’Neill, Anderson, Back, 
Draper and Whilton, Lieutenant Colonel Forbes, Majors 
Filmer and Hanna, Captains Look, Voss and Cunning- 


ham, Lieutenants Rutledge and Goudet and Commander 
Bauer of the California Guard. 

We are surprised to find the author of this article 
describing Roosevelt's Rough Riders as ‘‘the greatest 
1egiment of Volunteers this country has ever seen.” 
Apparently Mr. Archibald has never heard of the War 
of the Rebellion.

New York, August 16, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

It was with great pleasure and interest that I read 
the admirable letter of your correspondent, Mr. William 
L. Cathcart, under caption, “Defends the Naval Bureau 
System,” published in your issue of August 10, 1901, 
and it is to be hoped that those who are behind the 
movement against the present bureau system will have 
an opportunity to read the letter. 

Our modern ships represent the fruits of the labors 
of the naval architect, the steam engineer, the electrical 
engineer, and the ordnance engineer, so to speak, each 
of whom has a very broad field by himself in which to 

~work. By making a foundation of the bureaus repre- 
sented above for a consolidated bureau it would re- 
quire a Jack-at-all-trades to cap it. 

Undoubtedly we have at the present time the most 
capable men in our service at the heads of the various 
bureaus, and it certainly would do great damage to 
demolish our present admirable system after it has stood 
the test of so many years. The present bureau system 
is one which gives entire satisfaction, which is evi- 
denced by the high standard of efficiency in which our 
fleets are maintained and by the high class ships which 
are constantly being turned out as a result of their 
work.

A motor factory for the construction of automobiles 
for military purposes is, according to the “‘Revue du 
Cercle Militaire,” to be immediitely established in St. 
Petersburg, as the result of e: tensive experiments in 
the employment of motors for transport of the material 
of war with very satisfactory results. 
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The ascent of Monte Blanc is no longer a_ note- 
worthy feat. Recently a whole company of Alpine 
troops, fully equipped, ascended the highest peak under 
the leadership of their captain. Their progress was 
followed with interest from Chamounix, and their ar- 
rival at the summit greeted with the inevitable cannon 
firing. 
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In the “Forum” for Gakidien Edmund Wood dis- 
cusses the question “Can Cubans Govern Cuba?” reach- 
ing the conclusion that ‘‘there is grave danger that the 
experiment of the independent government of Cuba by 
Cubans will have the following results: The revenues 
will decrease and expenses will increase; projected im- 
provements, absolutely necessary for the development 
of the country, will languish; schools will be neglected; 
sanitary measures will not be intelligently prosecuted; 
and the country will retrograde. These things may 
now be predicted with some degree of confidence with- 
out assuming that rival parties will raise the standard 
of revolution, as has so often happened in every Spanish 
country in America. This possibility has scarcely been 
mentioned in treating of the Cuban question, as it is 
a matter which time alone can develop; but, as every 
one of.the fifteen Latin-American republics has had 
many domestic revolutions, the conclusion is reasonable 
that Cuba is not free from the same tendency, and may 
in the near future appeal to the bayonet rather than 
the ballot to decide Presidential contests. The President, 
under the Cuban consvitution, will have almost supreme 
power in the distribution of patronage, even in the 
provinces. The Government will be a centfal one, and 
the provinces for governmental purposes will have a 
nominal rather than a real existence. Conservative 
Cubans, with large interests in the island, urge the 
speedy establishment of independence, not because they 
have confidence in its permanency, but because they see 
that the trial must be made; and they look upon it 
simply as a necessary step to final annexation or control 
by the United States.” 

One result of the participation of our troops with the 
European forces in China is seen in the General Order 
issued by General Chaffee, which we publish in another 
column, relative to the dress of the troops under his com- 
mand. During the Pekin campaign we often referred to 
the excellent schooling that our officers and men would 
find in their co-operative work with the Allied forces, 
where the good and bad things of the different com- 
mands would be thrown into relief by their closely asso- 
ciated work. About the only thing criticised by Euro- 
pean Army experts in our: men was their carelessness 
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in dress, which was naturally taken as an evidence of 
loose discipline. ‘That General Chaffee was duly im- 
pressed by these criticisms is shown not only by this 
order but by the remarks which he made some time 
ago relative to the need of improvement among our 
soldiers in this direction. A large part of the Army 
now being in the Philippines, the reform begun by 
General Chaffee will be of more effect than if it were 
directed at a small force.

In an address before the New York Christian Confer- 
ence at Sea Cliff, N. Y., September 1, Comdr. A. V. 
Wadhams, U. S. N., said that all persons should stand 
behind the men behind the gun; we should all endeavor 
to get closer to him, for he is a fine type of a man. He 
praised the enlisted men of the Navy, and said that no 
other Navy in the world had such a personnel. The con- 
ditions, he said, were becoming such that the men be- 
hind the guns and their officers were getting closer to- 
gether. One of the dearest friends he ever met was 
one of the greatest drunkards he had ever met. He had 
courage that was grand. He could stand behind his 
gun when the shot and shell of the enemy fell about him, 
and he was always in the thickest of the fight, but this 
same man had not the courage to pass a hotel without 
stopping in to have a drink. The Commander praised 
the American naval officer and urged that. Congress 
provide them with funds to entertain foreign officers. 
This is good Christian doctrine if it does come from a 
sailor man.

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A Filipino native. who was a leader of an armed band 
which fired upon a force of United States soldiers kill- 
ing two of them, was tried for murder in violation of 
the laws = war before a general court-martial of which 
Lieut. Col. S. M. Swigert, 13th Cav., was president, and 
was found ‘uae and sentenced to be hung. Major 
General Chaffee, however, in reviewing the proceedings 
of the court, took a radical departure from its findings, 
holding that the killing of the deceased soldiers in an 
engagement with a regular detachment of the public 
murder. General Chaffee accordingly 
disapproved the sentence, and ordered the accused 
native set at liberty. The official order bearing on the 
case will be found elsewhere in this issue.

The New York “Evening Post” says: “The renewed 
and apparently well-founded report that the Inter- 
oceanic Canal Commissioners now strongly favor the 
Panama route, and may recommend it to the President 
if a satisfactory transfer of the property can be ar- 
ranged, is in line with the information which comes 
to the ‘tivening Post.’ .

The annual report of C. M. Cotterman, Director Gen- 
eral of Posts in the Philippines, dated June 5, shows 
that the expenses exceeded the receipts, the actual de- 
ficiency amounting to $15,787.84. These figures are for 
the nine months ending March 31. 
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The General Order promulgated this week transfer- 
ring the Engineer School of the Army from Willets 
Point, N. Y., to Washington Barracks, D. C., which we 
publish in another column, has probably a deeper sig- 
nificance than is generally considered. There is now 
little doubt that it is the intention of the Secre- 
tary of War to establish at Washington the long- 
talked-of Army War College, and it is understood that 
officers will be detailed to Washington for instruction 
immediately after the establishment of the Engineer 
School. The order transfers the Engineer School from 
Willets Point, where it has been since the date of the 
establishment of the institution, to Washington Bar- 
racks. ‘The 4th Battery of Field Artillery, now at 
Washington Barracks, goes to Fort Myer, Va. The 
advent of the artillery at Fort Totten, at Willets Point, 
necessarily created a divided command, and consequent- 
ly there was at times friction of an unimportant char- 
acter, but not conducive to the best results from either 
branch of the Service. Fort Totten will be turned over 
entirely to the Artillery, and the three companies of 
engineers now there, I, K and L, will come to Wash- 
ington. Co. A. is to be sent to Fort Leavenworth. 
In connection with Mr. Root’s plans for the betterment 
of the Army, it has been stated that the selection of the 
Eastern maneuver post has practically been made, or, 
rather, has been brought down to a choice between Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vt., and Columbus Barracks, Ohio. The 
chances are that the latter place will be selected, al- 
though no definite decision has yet been reached. 








The Navy Department is in a most hopeful frame 
of mind in respect to appropriations for the Navy dur- 
ing the coming session of Congress. As far as can be 
learned there is an evident willingness on the part of 
the leaders of the majority in both houses to grant 
uny reasonable requests made by the Navy Department. 
Representative V. H. Metcalf of California, who was 
a member of the last House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, recently expressed himself in favor of a liberal 
appropriation for the increase of the Navy. He said 
in part as follows: “I am especially inclined to favor 
armored cruisers, as they combine to a lafge degree 
the strength of the battleships and the speed of the 
lighter cruisers. These matters ought to be left largely 
to the discretion of the naval officers, as they are 
trained in the business and should know what is the 
highest class of vessels. The United States has no 
call for a large standing army, but its navy should be of 
a respectable size and of the best ships that can be had. 
As far as submarine boats are concerned, I feel that 
we should await the trials of those already ordered 
before building any more. The Academy at Annapolis 
should be treated in a liberal manner, as in the past.” 








The commissioned personnel of the Navy has reached 
a stage of almost complete stagnation because there 
are a greater number of positions to fill than there 
are officers for them. Complaints are being received 
daily from the commanders-in-chief of the various squad- 
rons of the insufficiency of officers to properly man the 
ships in commissison, and now the pinch begins to be 
felt on the several shore stations. Rear Admiral Cot- 
ton, of the Norfolk Yard, has made strenuous appli- 
cation to the Navy Department for an addition to the 
number of line officers for that important station, and 
the Department, while recognizing the urgency of the 
situation cay do but little to alleviate the stress, for 


the reason that at the present time there are an unusually 
large number of officers afloat, thus reducing the officers 
ashore who could otherwise be detailed for duty at 
this yard. With the further increase of the Navy by 
the addition of the Illinois, the Alabama and the Wis- 
consin, the situation will be even more unpleasant, and 
it is fast becoming a problem of much magnitude for 
the Navy Department to solve, and one, too, which 
does not admit of easy solution .

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Rear Admiral Crowninshield, U. 8S. N., and Mrs.

The value of system will be more and more in evidence 
during this inquiry, for the records of the Bureau of 
Navigation have been so accurately arranged that a 
few minutes alone are required for the production of

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One of the most pleasing signs we have lately noticed 
of the decay of old superstitions in the Far East is found 
in the recent appointment of a Tya graduate to the 
judicial service of the Cochin State, India. As the 
Madras “Mail” points out, till very lately this class 
of people were not even allowed the use of the public 
roads, and whenever they appeared as parties in liti- 
gation they were made to stand at a safe distance 
from the court house to prevent pollution, and their 
statements used to be conveyed orally to the magis- 
trate by peons posted for this purpose. The presence, 
therefore, of a member of that community in the chief 
court rubbing shoulders with high-class Brahmins and 
Nairs will not be a pleasant thing to those who regard 
caste distinction as a part of their daily observances. 
If this is one of the results of the military occupancy 
of the country by the British, it is likely that these 
pariahs look upon the red-coated soldier as a sort of 
deliveter. . 
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The importance of the Signal Service, and the expedi- 
ency of leaving it untrammelled by the unnecessary ex- 
ercise of superior authority is recognized in G. O. No. 
90, Department Luzon, published this week. While the 
necessity for the strict observance of discipline is im- 
pressed upon the enlisted men of the Signal Corps, 
commanding officers are instructed not to interfere with 
them in the discharge of their technical duties, except 
in cases of imperative need, and where the occasion calls 
for this the fact must be at once communicated to Head- 


quarters by telegraph. _Bscorts are to be provided 
the Signal men wherever required, and in case 
cannot be done, the reason for refusing the escort 
be at once reported by telegraph. The vital importance 
to the public interest of the telegraph service is im- 
pressed upon commanding officers of stations.

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The recent reports received at the War Department 
from the various recruiting stations indicate clearly 
that unless something unfoseen has happened, the fifth 
increment to the Artillery Corps has been completed. 
The latest reports received at the War Departm: nt 
were dated Aug. 16, and showed that upon that date 
1,344 recruits had been added to the artillery since 
Aug. 1, and that the weekly increment was about 570 
men. Calculating from records of past weeks the De- 
partment is confident that when the reports are received 
for the current week the fifth increment will have been 
completed and there will be a surplus which can be 
credited to the sixth and last increment, which it is 
believed will have been made by the end of the first 
week of September.

The examination of applicants for appointment as 
assistant surgeon in the Army has been resumed in 
Washington and San Francisco; the army medical 
boards convened in those cities will remain in session 
so long as there are candidates to be examined. Seyv- 
enty-six vacancies in the medical department still re- 
main to be filled, and as it is desired by the military 
authorities that the department be filled up to its full 
legal limit as early as practicable, all eligible applicants 
will be afforded opportunity for examination; those 
found qualified will be commissioned at an early date.

Congressman John A. T. Hull as a result of his 
recent visit to the Philippines thus refers in an in- 
terview to the question of withdrawal: “It would be 
most unwise to withdraw any considerable number of 
the troops at present. While I was in the islands 
General Chaffee proposed that the soldiers be with 
drawn from some of the districts where civil govern- 
ment had been organized, but the people made a pro- 
test. If the troops were withdrawn the civil govern- 
ment would fall at once, as they are only maintained 
by the presence of the soldiers. The bandits would 
soon have things their own way if there were no 
troops to keep them in check and restore the courage 
of the people.” 





No better choice could be made to represent the medi- 
cal side of the Philippines question at the annual 
meeting of the American Public Health Association 
at Buffalo, Sept. 16-20, than Col. Charles R. Greenleaf, 
U. S. A., who has been detailed to that duty. No 
official reports from the Philippines have more intelli- 
gently dealt with their subjects than those of Colonel 
Greenleaf.

The ‘War Department has received a cablegram 
from General Chaffee at Manila stating that the 23d 
Infantry is scheduled to sail on the transport Buford 
Sept. 15 to New York, via the Suez Canal, and that the 
18th Infantry will sail from Manila to San Francisco 
on the same date on the transport Kilpatrick. Upon ar- 
riving at San Francisco, the Kilpatrick is scheduled to 
return immediately to Manila and from there to pro- 
ceed with nine companies of artillery to New York. 
The Secretary of War has granted authority for these 
two transports—the Buford and the Kilpatrick—to make 
two trips each, yearly, between New York and Manila.

Orders from the Division of the Philippines which 
we publish elsewhere, provide for Mauila’s status with 
the United States military force, after the transfer of 
civil government has taken place. Manila will cease 
to be the Provost Department, and the Separate Bri- 
gade organization is discontinued. The city in the 
future is to be known as the military post of Manila.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Speaking of his resignation as major of the Philippine 
Cavalry, the Manila ‘“Times” has this to say of Major 
M. A. Batson: “Captain Batson was justly proud of 
his command. He led them over hill and vale, through 
jungles ard across streams during the northern ad- 
vance, surprising the insurgents at every turn, engaging 
in hand to hand encounters and doing a scouting work 
of the first order. Everybody who was here at the time 
will remember how he practiced his favorite trick of 


entering the enemy’s trenches from the rear, and cao 
recall the official bulletins—‘Batson and his Macabebes 
entered So-and-So to-day.’ He is particularly proud of 
the boast that his men have never once failed him.” 
Liecently the original Squadron Philippine Cavairy was 
changed to the First Battalion acabebe couts. 
Major Batson, who had formed this first squadron 
organization of natives under the American flag, and had 
brought them to a most practical state of perfection, 
reached the conclusion that there was no more service 
for him in this line. The original purpose in the or- 
ganization of the command had been fulfilled by the end 
of a state of war in the north; there was no more 
flying advances to scout for, no longer fugitive leaders 
and hostile guerrilla bands to chase down, and the 
major preferred to have his troop again. 

The U. 8S. hospital ship Relief has been transformed 
into an inter-island Army transport, to do duty in the 
Philippines, says the Manila “Times.” Of the other 
three inter-island transports—the Lawton, the Wright 
and the Liscum—the Lawton was to take General 
Corbin’s party on a tour of inspection in the Southern 
Islands and then go with him to Shanghai. The 
“Times” in its issue of July 26 said: “It is in the 
air to reduce the hospital stations of the Archipelago 
following the step under discussion. This is in view 
of the excellent health of the troops. The sickness 
in the Division amounts to about 3 per cent., while 
in places, notably, Northern Luzon, there is absolutely 
none. This will probably be one of the results of Gen 
eral Corbin’s inspection. It is stated that a great 
many hospitals are practically empty owing to the 
improved health which has come with the ceasing of 
hostilities. Moreover, the reduction of the number of 
troops makes this more feasible.” 

An amusing incident occurred at Cavite Sunday morn- 
ing, July 21. One of the Q. M. launches towed over 
to the naval transport Solace a casco of forage des- 
tined for the stock used by the marine guard at Guam. 
The Navy wishing to make the purchase made a re- 
quest on the Q. M. Department for hay. This was at 
once granted, and furthermore, out of courtesy to the 
Navy, one of their own launches and cascos were sent 
over to the Solace as above mentioned. Upon arrival 
alongside the Solace, the officer of the deck inquired 
of the launch skipper if he was not aware that it was 
Sunday, and that the Navy did not work on the seventh 
day, so the launch and casco returned to Manila, and 
were again sent over Monday morning. Upon reach- 
ing the Solace the launch skipper was informed by 
the officer that he knew nothing about the forage and 
could not receive it. The launch skipper’s orders were 
to leave the casco alongside, so he tied the casco to the 
stern of the transport, and started for Manila. The 
officer on the Solace seeing the launch without a casco 
in tow, looked over the side of the ship, and pulling 
his gun commenced to fire over the casco. The launch 
returned and again took up the forage and towed it 
back to Manila. Just what was passing in the mind 
of the naval officer or whether he did not care to carry 
forage to the “Horse Marines” will remain a mystery. 
This is the story told by the Manila “Times,” and is 
evidently intended for consumption by those credulous 
folks the “Horse Marines.” 

In a report to Division Headquarters dated July 22, 
General Wade thus reports from Southern Luzon: 
“Commanding officer, 30th Inf., at Boac, reports on 
date July 16 that Captain Alipop surrendered at Santa 
Cruz, that island, July 3, and took oath of allegiance 
July 10 at Boac. On July 15 six insurgents surren- 
dered and took oath of allegiance at Boac. At Santa 
Cruz, Marinduque, Reymondoe Rocalde formerly a lieu- 
tenant of insurgents on the island surrendered to Lieu- 
tenant Sweeney, 30th Inf., with 13 men, 45 rifles, 
including 15 Krags, 1,521 rounds of ammunition, 11 
U. S. cartridge belts and 1 trumpet. All of these men 
are supposed to have fled from the island when the in- 
surgents were pushed so hard last January and Feb- 
ruary. Three men of Tolo’s command surrendered with 
three serviceable rifles yesterday at Legaspi. Victor 
Kiamson in charge of native scouts at Silang and two 
other natives of the Pueblo captured three Mauser 
rifles yesterday and turned them in to Captain Smith.” 

The Manila “Times” of July 25 said: “A plan is 
under consideration by the military authorities to build 
a presidio at El Deposito and connect the garrison with 
Manila with an electric railway. The scheme has not 
reached any further towards maturity than that of 
a suggestion. If it is considered advisable to build the 
barracks they will not be made of mushroom material, 
but on the contrary will be constructed of substantial 
stone and timber and will be large enough to accom- 
modate fifteen or twenty thousand men.” 

The “News” of Aparri, Luzon, on July 13 said: “One 
of the most serious questions that confront the Gov- 
ernment at the present time and which, in the sue- 
cessful pacification of the islands and in the contentment 
of the native with American rule is the greatest factor, 
is the labor question. Vastly different from the cir- 
cumstances that attended the opening of the West in 
the States to civilization, the employment of white 
labor and the importation of such from either the 
States or Europe is out of the question. A white man 
will never be able to do hard manual labor here as he 
would in his country and the only rgsources the Gov- 
ernment is able to draw from are the natives and 
Chinos. Experience has shown that native labor has 
been, in nearly all cases where employed, unsatis- 
factory. As little as the Government had occasion 
to call upon it, in the repairing of roads, bridges, ete., 
in all these instances calls were made for permission 
to employ Chinese help. But it is a matter of record 
that the greatest antagonism exists between the Fili- 
pino and the Chino and it is searcely imaginable that 
a wholesale immigration of Chinese for this purpose 
would not be bitterly opposed by the natives.” 

The 2d Infantrv has been doing good work in the 
south. Capt. H. H. Benham, adjutant of the 2d Inf., 
was ordered with Companies G and K from Marin- 
duque to Donsol in May. These companies, according 
to the Manila “New American,” have taken part in 
sixteen of the eighteen expeditions made from that point 
against Belarminos forees: drove his men from Pilar. 
Bayusan, Bananguran, Guiniaguan; captured their mail 
couriers, supplies and outposts, taking over 100 rebels 
in small parties, breaking their communication and 


destroying their signals controlling the rivers, so that 
Belarmino’s only hope of escape was north to Legaspi. 
The officers and men have worked night and day as 
they did in Marinduque, marching at night and jump- 
ing the enemy at daylight, till the imsurrectos had no 
place to rest their heads, no supplies and no hope left. 
This regiment arrived in the Philippines from Cuba 
last September. Two companies, K and H, were taken 
off the transport to go with General Hall’s expedition, 
after Mitchell’s fight, to Buinganan. F and G went 
there by sea. When troops were needed at Masbate 
L. and M were sent there. At Marinduque I and K 
were located, and afterwards F and G. These four 
companies with two of the Ist Infantry, put down the 
insurrection in Marinduque and compelled the surren- 
der of Colonel Abad’s forces. Companies E and H 
were sent to Samar, and later H to Romblon. The 
hardest work has fallen on I and K, who have just 
finished the campaign to Sorsogon and Albay. Al- 
though there has been no field officer with the regiment 
since February, every company has done its work and 
more. Commandants Espada and Juan Selazan, with 
twelve officers, thirty-seven men, thirty-eight rifles, 
three revolvers and one hundred cartridges belonging 
to Belarmino’s command, surrendered on July 5. Colo- 
nel Bernardo Peroja, with two officers, nine men and 
eight rifles, and Antonio Dayon, chief of police at 
Manila, surrendered to Colonel Wint, 6th Cav., at 
Legaspi on July 6. Colonel Pena and Padre Filipe 
Orens surrendered at the same place July 5.» One ma- 
jor, two captains, two lieutenants and nine soldiers, 
with two revolvers, surrendered to Captain Cotter at 
Donsol on June 16.

UNREST IN THE SOUTHERN ISLES. 

The renewed state of unrest in the islands of Bohol 
and Cebu and the province of Batangas recently com- 
pelled the Civil Commission to withdraw civil govern- 
ment and place these districts again under military 
control. Late mail news from Bohol and Cebu de- 
scribes the fresh activity of the insurgents which com- 
pelled reversion to martial law. In Bohol the puebio 
of Lila was recently deserted by its entire populace, a 
certain indication that trouble was brewing. All the mu- 
nicipal officials of the town of Bilar sundenly disappeared 
on the morning of July 25, leaving no clue to their 
whereabouts. The town was afterwards completely 
destroyed by fire. A battle took place between the 
Americans and insurgents on Mount Carmen, in which 
many of the latter were killed and wounded. The in- 
surgents were strongly intrenched and made a fine re- 
sistance at first, but were forced to give way. The 
American troops captured four cannons and a large 
quantity of arms and commissary supplies. 

In Cebu the insurgents. hang around the suburbs of 
the town of Cebu and keep up desultory firing, directed 
entirely against the native scouts, against whom they 
are exceedingly bitter and treat as traitors. Of the 
fifty-six towns on the island thirty-three were organ- 
ized under the new municipal code, and in eleven of 
these elections have been held for municipal officers. 
The Civil Governor appointed a committee to confer 
with those yet in arms against the Government, in hopes 
of inducing their surrender and restoring peace, when it 
will be possible for the islands to be again placed under 
civil rule. Much disquiet reigns in the barrio of San 
Nicolas, Cebu. The outpost is strengthened at night 
time and includes three pieces of artillery and a Gatling 
gun. The natives residing beyond the protection of the 
American troops come in at dusk each evening and 
quarter themselves in the convent till the following 
morning. 

Manila papers say that in Samar the insurgents still 
seem restless. Scarcely a day passes that the pueblos 
of Penubujan, Motioro, Borongan, Calbigan and others 
ure not treated to a shower of rifle bullets. There is 
always more or less damage inflicted on both sides. 
Poor shooting on the part of the insurgents is the 
cause of few men being hit in the pueblos. On the 
morning of July 22 the insurgents opened fire on the 
capital of the island with artillery and fired several 
shots, but without effect. Similar reports of insurgent 
activity come from the pueblo of Maasin. Three China- 
men sauntered a short distance in the country to buy 
chickens. They never returned, and the body of one 
was afterward found butchered, and it is supposed the 
other two were carried off by insurgents. The insur- 
gents make frequent attempts to carry off Filipino of- 
ficials in the towns, and consternation prevails in con- 
sequence among those holding office. Registration of 
all their houses and their inmates has been concluded, 
and the military authorities order frequent searches at 
night, noting all those not found in their homes, and 
these are classed among the suspects.

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CONDITIONS IN ABRA PROVINCE. 
(From the Manila ‘‘Times,” July 13). 
Any one in the least skeptical as to the beneficent 
results which American occupation and pacification 
mean to the various provinces now at peace, should take 





a trip up the river Abrato Bangued. Six months ago. 


there was danger lurking from every bush, from every 
house along the river. Now all is peaceful and there 
is perfect safety. Traffic is unobstructed and native 
balzas pass in endless procession from the China sea 
to the headwaters of their river. Houses burned are 
arising, Phenix-like, from their ashes, and paddy fields, 
fallow since 1898, are being re-ditched and dyked. In 
fact the signs of war are almost obliterated. 

Since the surrender of the Villamore cousins, Blas 
and Juan, on May 1, not a hostile shot nor an unlaw- 
ful act on the part of a native has occurred. The sur- 
render, due to the tireless efforts of a battalion of the 
Fifth, was a complete one. The men went back to their 
homes and the officers sought positions whereby they 
could live. Lieut. Col. Juan Villamore has entered the 
political field as candidate for Governor of Abra prov- 
ince. The military road completed from San Quintin to 
Bangued and under course of construction from San 
Quintin to Vigan has greatly tended towards the pacifi- 
cation of the province. Work on the latter road was 
commenced in February last under direction of Lieut. P. 
W. Beck, 5th Inf., and ten miles of it have been com- 
pleted. Twenty bridges were built and two mountains 
crossed with a maximum grade of one foot in twenty- 
five. Still greater difficulties are ahead, as the road 
will have to be cut for half a mile in one place through 
sheer rock, down the gorge of the Abra and the river 
must be crogsed. Lieutenant Beck estimates that eight 
months will be required to finish this road and that the 
original appropriation of $30,000 Mexican, will have to 
be doubled. When completed it will permit the pas- 
sage of machinery to tap the practically inexhaustible 


supply of valuable timber now hidden by the barrier of 
the gorge. While his brother officers of the gallant 
Fifth were putting down insurrection Lieutenant Beck 
was building roads and “hiking” with his company, C, 
on the side. And this is what American occupation 
of the islands means.

A NEUTRAL BROUGHT TO BOOK. 


Brix Haelterman, a Belgian, has been taught a lesson 
by our military authorities in the Philippines which may 
be of service to others besides himself, as the court-mar- 
tial which very properly sentenced Brix “to be hung vv 
the neck until dead,” settled some important questions 
as to the rights of neutrals in a country en- 
gaged in war. Though the Belgian saved his 
neck by having his sentence commuted to imprison- 
ment at hard labor for fifteen years, the lesson remains. 
This man took advantage of his position as a professed 
neutral to assist the insurgents with regular money con- 
tributions to the specified extent of $3,920.46, besides 
other sums not specified. He helped them to procure 
weekly supplies of rice from within our lines, made his 
home at Bay a refuge for insurgents, and allowed his 
warehouse to be used as a fortress from which an enfi- 
lading fire could be directed against our troops by insur- 
gents having rapid ingress into and egress from it 
through a concealed window provided for that purpose, 
All this he did while securing special privileges from our 
military authorities as the agent of the Philippine Trad- 
ing Company. In approving the sentence in his case 
General MacArthur says: 

“Having deliberately cast in his lot with those whose 
mode of warfare favored murder and assassination— 
of which he had a most barbarous example in the as- 
sassination of the presidente and -vice-presidente of 
Bay, because they had accepted appointment under 
American authority—he is now stopped from appeal- 
ing to any other tribunal than those sanctioned by the 
laws and usages of war. To avoid this conclusion the 
accused claimed that he was dealing with a defacto 
insurgent government and had a right and by implica- 
tion was morally bound to pay the taxes it imposed 
upon inter-island traffic. Neither did he lack the hardi- 
hood to assume the responsibility for the arrangement 
for the “bales of stores in his warehouse in an available 
form as a barricade, but flinching from this ultimate 
responsibility he denied all knowledge of the purpose 
manifestly intended. The sentence is wholly warranted 
by the evidence, but the rapidly passing away .of the 
conditions of war, more, it is believed, than any other 
consideration, has moved the Department Commander, 
in approving the sentence, to give the accused the ben- 
efit of a doubt as to his actual criminal knowledge of 
the barricading of his warehouse.”

SLAVERY IN MORO LAND. 


It will be remembered that the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal was the first American paper to announce, some 
weeks ago, the abolition of slavery among the Moros. 
The following is the circular to the dattos, principals, 
and old men of the Moro Rancherias of the Zamboanga 
district issued by the Datto Rajamudi Mandi: 

“Being aware that some Moros in villages within my 
jurisdiction continue to engage in slavery, some by loan 
made to poor families, some buying them for trading, 
all doubtless forgetful of the orders issued by the old 
Government of Spain which strictly prohibited slavery; 
and in order not to wait to be again instructed by the 
civil Government of the United States I direct all my 
subjects, especially the dattos, principals, and old men 
of all villages in my jurisdiction, beginning with this 
date to comply and inforce the rules provided in the 
following sections, viz: 

“First:—In view of the fact that slavery has not an! 
never will bring any progress with it, you shall prevent 
Moros to have slaves of their own or other races. 

“Second:—If actually some are in such condition be- 
cause of debt contracted for his immediate needs, he 
will not be considered as such slave but as a hired man 
who receives a salary for his services and with the view 
of extinguishing the debt in from eight to ten months. 

“Third:—It is strictly prohibited from this date illegal 
trading of Moro slaves and also slavery among them- 
selves. Offenders of these rules will be liable to a pen- 
alty or a fine. 

“Zamboanga, April 10, 1901. 

“(Signed) Tue Datro RasAHMUDA MANDI.” 

A copy of the resolution adopted by the Civil Com- 
mission, at Manila on July 11, apropos of the foregoing, 
is appended: 

On motion, Resolved, That in this act the Datto Ra- 
jahmuda Mandi shows a high appreciation of the needs 
of his people and a convincing desire to encourage their 
progress; that this step is most important in the devel- 
opement of the Moro race and their preperation for 
better government; and that the Datto Rajahmuda 
Mandi is entitled to the thanks of the commission for 
his act. The secretary of the commission is directed to 
send a copy of this resolution in care of Colonel Pettit 
to Datto Rajahmuda Mandi”

A MODEST MAN PRAISED. 


The Manila press had many nice things to say of 
Capt. David J. Baker, Jr., 12th Inf., in announcing 
his appointment as First Assistant Chief of the Insular 
Constabulary of the Philippines. The Manila “Times” 
of Aug. 1 said: ‘Captain Baker is a man with an ex- 
cellent record, but an extremely modest man. At the 
time of his appointment he was Financial Officer of 
the Philippine Customs, which office he has faithfully 
and efficiently administered for two years. It was his 
record in this position which gained him his new appoint- 
ment, which is one to be received with pride as an 
appreciable distinction.” 

From Cuba,Captain Baker went to the Philippines in 
command of his company. He was in several fights on 
the south line, but at Taytay with General Lawton’s 
column on the Morong expedition against Pio del Pilar, 
he made himself conspicuous for gallantry. The captain 
was almost dead with that terrible tropic disease, dysen- 
tery, but insisted on going to the front with his com- 
pany. He was virtually carried into action by two of 
his men, and his friends relate that he decided he could 
not live anyway and so preferred to die like a soldier 
at the head of his men. But he lived through it and 
went into hospital. When convalescent he was told he 
could either go home or on special duty in Manila, as 
he was not fit for the field, and he chose the latter, re- 
ceiving his appointment as Financial Officer of 
Customs on July 1, 1899, which post he has since held.

Publishes a aotiemn of the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury of Aug. 23, 1901, in the case of a contract for @ 
flat boats at the price of $316 each. Deducting penalties 
for delays, the contractor would, under a rigid con- 
struction of the contract, receive only $216 each for 24 
boats, $81 each for 27 others, and would be obliged to 
pay the Government $108 each for nine boats, thus re- 
ducing his actual compensation to an average of $16.65 
for each of the 60 boats. Construing the contract as one 
for a penalty, and not for liquidated damages, the Comp- 
troller holds that as the Government has suffered no 
damages, the contractor should receive the full contract 
price for his boats, less any expense incurred for addi- 
tional inspection.

STATUS OF SIGNAL CORPS MEN. 
G. O. ®, JULY 7, DEPT. OF SOUTHERN LUZON. 

The following instructions relative to the status and 
duties of enlisted_men of the Signal Corps at the various 
stations in this Department are published for the infor- 
mation and guidance of all concerned: 

The enlisted men of the Signal Corps, the same as 
all other enlisted men at the station, are under command 
of the commanding officer thereof. His authority shall 
not in any case be questioned by them, and they are 
amenable to trial by summary court for any breaches 
of discipline properly punishable by .such tribunal. 

Commanding officers will not, except in case of great 
emergency, give any orders to the signal soldiers under 
their command that will in any way interfere with their 
duties in conducting the business of the military tele- 
graph or repairing the lines. Should such orders 
given, the signal soldiers concerned will respectfully 
represent to the commanding officer that such orders 
interfere with their signal duties, but will not under 
any circumstances fail to obey the orders promptly, if 
not changed upon such representation. If a command- 
ing officer under any circumstances gives orders that 
are likely to interfere with the technical duties of signal 
soldiers or the management of the telegraph lines he will 
wire at once to the Adjutant General of the Depart- 
ment, stating the nature and cause of such orders. 

The telegraph operator and chief lineman at each 
station will communicate to the station commander all 
orders received by them from the department signal 
officer, except such as relate purely to the technical 
working of the lines. Should such orders conflict with 
post orders, the commanding officer will report the mat- 
ter at once to these headquarters. 

Upon application by a lineman for an escort to enable 
him to repair the line, the commanding officer of the 
station will at once furnish the escort, unless he deems 
such escort unnecessary or it be not in his power to 
furnish it. In either case he will wire at once to the 
Adjutant General of the Department that he has refused 
the escort, and will state his reasons for so doing. 

The commanding officers of stations in this Depart- 
ment are reminded that the maintenance of a good 
military telegraph service is of vital importance to the 
public interests, and everything in their power should 
be done to assist the signal troops in repairing and 
operating the line. It is desired that the most perfect 
harmony exist between the station commanders and 
the signal service.

G. O. 171, JULY 13, DIVISION OF PHILIPPNES. 

Publishes the proceedings of a G. C. M. at San Fer- 
nando de la Union, Luzon, of which Lieut. Col. Samuel 
M. Swigert, 13th Cav., was president, and Major Charles 
F. Keiffer, Surgeon, 48th Intf., U. 8S. V., was judge advo- 
cate, for trial of one Simplicio Geronilla, native, charged 
with murder. The specification alleged that the accused 
with an armed band fired upon a detachment of Troop 
Cc, Cav., commanded by Sergeant Davis, which re- 
sulted in the killing of Privates Benson and Barry of 
the same troop. The accused was found guilty and 
sentenced to be hung. Major General Chaffee in re- 
viewing the proceedings says: ‘In the foregoing case it 
appears that the accused, Simplicio Geronilla, native, 
while residing in territory occupied by the United States 
Government, was present with insurgent troops during 
an engagement between them and some American troops. 
In this engagement two American soliders were killed 
by the fire of the insurgent soldiers. The accused was 
not armed. On these tacts the accused was charged 
with and found guilty of murder. 

he finding cannot logically be sustained. The kill- 

ing of the deceased soliders in an engagement with a 
regular detachment of the public enemy is not murder, 
but a natural consequence incidental to a state of war. 
It is not contended that the accused himself did the 
killing, and these American soldiers fell in battle, ac- 
cused cannot be guilty of their murder. He could only 
be so held on the theory that he was one of a band 
combined together for the commission of murder, which 
theory does not meet the facts proven. The accused is 
doubtless guilty, and could have been convicted of be- 
ing a war traitor, in that while living within the lines 
of United States occupation, he aided and abetted the 
enemy, but for this offense he was not tried, and the 
reviewing authority may not substitute one finding for 
another. 

“The sentence is therefore disapproved and the ac- 
cused, Simplicio Geronilla, will be set at liberty.” 





GEN. CHAFFEE ON UNIFORMS AND DISCIPLINE. 
G. O. 183, JULY 22, DIVISION OF PHILIPPINES. 

I. As an aid to discipline, it is necessary that soldiers 
shall be uniformly dressed. The uniform for all troops 
in this Division is the khaki blouse and trousers, tan 
shoes, and the campaign hat, and will be worn by 
enlisted men in complete suits, the blouse properly 
buttoned on all duty, and when off duty, in all places 
out of quarters. Troop and company commanders, also 
commanding officers will not vary from these orders 
unless troops be campaigning in brush or marching in 
column on roads, when if the commanding officer deems 
it best, he may relax discipline for the occasion and 
order blouses unbuttoned. Under no circumstances will 
officers or men appear out of barracks in shirt sleeves. 
Whether an overshirt be worn or not, the blouse must 
be worn. 

Il. The individual wishes of men will not be consid- 
ered relative to particular kinds of underclothing to 
be issued to them; such light weight clothing as is 
provided by the Quartermaster’s Department will be 
distributed when necessary and be issued as soon as 
possible after the clothing is drawn and not held in 
store for the reason that something different is wanted. 
The chambry or khaki overshirt will be issued by the 
Quartermaster’s Department as the condition of supply 
may require, and no effort need be made by the depot 
officers to furnish exclusively one or the other sort on 
estimates while both are available. 

III. The khaki uniform will be worn by officers when 
on duty with troops in ranks, guard duty, members of 
military commissions, courts-martial, and on all boards 
before which enlisted men may appear. Officers on duty, 
out of ranks, may wear when dressed in khaki clothing, 
a khaki colored cap of the regulation pattern, stiff 
crown, without ornament. 

The ree white uniform may be worn by 
officers on occasions of a military character not 
above specified for the khaki. For social functions, 
either the evening dress or white uniform may be worn. 
With white uniform, the white cap, of the regulation 
pattern, nrust be worn. 

Vv. The sword is an important part of an officer's 
dress and a token of a status of duty. Officers will 
wear their swords when on duty as was formerly the 
practice in the service, exception being authorized only 
when campaigning on foot in country overgrown with 
brush. The sword will be worn when making official 
calls on superior officers and on occasions of official 
functions; when reporting for duty at Division, Depart- 
ment and District Headquarters and to regimental com- 
mander. 

VI. There is no condition of service in the Philip- 
pine Islands which may justify disregard of the military 
courtesies specified in Army and Drill Regulations to be 
observed by and between officers, and between officers 
and enlisted men. In all armies, the manner in which 
military courtesies aré observed and rendered by officers 
and soldiers, is an index to the manner in which other 
duties are performed. 

It is also a fact that the regiments, and other or- 
ganizations in the Division of the Philippines are com- 
posed largely of new men, and many of the officers are 
without extended experience. At no time since 1870 has 
there been greater need than now for general and field 
officers in the Division to influence for the good of the 
service the discipline of the troops, by insisting on the 
prescribed form of all military courtesies being ob- 


served, which is the first step, the best example, and 
the most certain method of establishing, enforcing and 
maintaining the discipline of troops.

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THE VALUE OF SUBMARINE BOATS. 


The value of every factor and form of naval construc- 
tion is now being very carefully determined by naval 
experts. The possession of such information is essential 
to every nation that aspires to sea-power. The neces- 
sity for battleships, armored cruisers, gunboats and 
various auxiliaries is deemed imperative by all naval 
authorities, but the utility of every form of small craft, 
crowded with complex or delicate machinery, is se- 
riously questioned. 

There is a surprisingly large number, if not a majority, 
of naval officers, who repose very little faith in the 
efficiency of torpedo boats. Despite the many experts 
who discredit the worth of the craft, all nations con- 
tinue to build fleets of these boats. This action may be 
due to the fact that once a weapon is used in warfare, 
it is quite difficult to have it cast aside. The pike and 
the lance were carried for many years after the intro- 
duction of far superior weapons. With such precedents 
it is safe, to say that it will be many years before 
any na@al craft that is now in use by the Navy will be 
dispensed with. If, therefore, the submarine ever gets 
a firm foothold in any Service, it will be a long time 
before it is gotten rid of. 

This question of submarines is growing in importance. 
During the past three years there has been a progressive 
agitation in favor of using the craft for naval pur- 
poses. It must be recognized that the temptation to 
attempt the sensational always exists in the human 
element. The use of the submarine as a weapon, 
therefore, appeals very strongly to chivalric minds. The 
question has touched the public fancy, and even the con- 
servative British Admiralty has been compelled to bénd 
to public clamor upon this subject; but it only yielded 
to an extent sufficient to allay bitter criticism. Ger- 
many and Russia have refused to yield to this irresponsi- 
ble request, but have followed the judgment of their 
ablest naval experts in the matter. 

Our construction is second only to that of France, 
and before we should enlarge our fleet of submarines, 
the boats now being built should -be made to comply 
with contract requirements. As this reasonable prop- 
osition has met with decided opposition upon the part of 
some advocates of the submarine, the question may be 
pertinently asked what argument has contributed to 
such desire for large and immediate construction. 

In view of the agitation upon the subject is it possible 
that the history of the torpedo boat is to be repeated 
in the case of the submarine? Are the several naval 
powers about to build fleets of these boats in the hope 
either of being the first to develop the craft or in the 
fear that there is danger in being without a weapon 
that is possessed by a possible foe? 

One strong reason advanced for building the craft 
is that it takes four years to design, construct 
and equip a modern battleship, while a submarine can 
be built in six months, All naval powers are hoping for 
a type of craft which can be built in a short time, and 
which can be constructed by many firms, and in this 
respect submarines possess distinct advantages. The 
advantage and weakness of the craft are too familiar 
to our readers to be recounted at this time. In view 
of the lack of authentic information as to any success- 
ful, practical working it cannot be said that the devel- 
opment is beyond the experimental stage. The advocates 
of the submarine contend, however, that it hag been de- 
veloped to a more efficient state than was reached by 
the torpedo boat when it was adopted as a permanent 
type of naval construction. If this claim is well founded, 
the submarine problem is one that is worthy of the most 
thorough investigation by the Department. 

The naval Service has a particular interest in this 
matter since the majority of the people who believe in 
the submarine also believe that by its use the Navy 
can in great part cease building battleships and armored 
cruisers. This view, of course, is not held by the naval 
advocates, but such is the belief of influential members 
of the House and Senate Naval Committees, and upon 
these men may rest the final decision of the question. 
It can be regarded as a certainty that an era of sub- 
marine boat building will be followed by a lull in war- 
ship construction. In the study of this question the 
fact should not be overlooked that already a deep- 
seated and unjust prejudice is entertained by many 
people against the large ship builders. This influence, 
strong in the legislative bodies, will be only too willing 
to seek a convenient channel to vent its opposition 
against the ship-building interests. 

The question is too important to decide quickly, as 
our future naval policy may be controlled by the manner 
in which we solve the problem. The friends of the 
submarine give the best reason for not moving too fast 
in this matter. Since the boat may be built, if neces- 
sary, within six months, we should at least wait that 
time before authorizing any new contruction. During 
that period, the eight submarines authorized by the 56th 
Congress ought to be ready for their official trial, since 
the contract time for building has already expired. 

If this problem only involved the risk of expending 





several million dollars, then the experiment might be 
worth trying for the possible good that might result. 
But if such construction imperils the formation of a 
naval policy, or has a tendency to weaken our strength 
in armored ships, then tue question is one of great dip- 
lomatic as well as naval import. At an early future 
we may be called upon to make a show of naval strength, 
and it is doubtful if any of our possible foes would 
place any value upon our strength in submarines. 

The persistent purpose last winter to force submarines 
cost the Service several armored ships. If such unwise 
aggression is continued this year, many officers believe 
that more evil than good can come from further con- 

As each of the rival submarine companies maintains 
officers believe that it would be better to do without 
submarines than to do anything which will weaken 
our fleet in battleships. This is practically the stand 
Germany has taken in the matter, and no nation has 
given equal consideration with her in outlining a policy 
of naval construction. 

We can congratulate ourselves upon the fact that while 
our only existing type of submarine is in the experimental 
stage, and its efficiency undetermined, a craft of new 
design is being constructed for competition with it. As 
the Navy must be benefited by any spirited rivalry upon 
the part of opposing designers and builders, the Service 
at large can watch with great interest the progress that 
is being made by the Lake Company in the construc- 
tion of its boat at Bridgeport, Conn. Strong assurance 
is given that this boat will be completed in the spring, 
and that the company is desirous of having her merits 
tested by a naval board. The plans of the boat have 
already been inspected by the Board on Construction, 
and it is well known that the design has been particu- 
larly commended for its advantages in respect to mining 
and counter-mining purposes. It is along this line that 
many distinguished officers specially desire progression 
and success. —— 

As each of the rival submarine companies maintains 
that it possesses the best design of boat; both compa- 
nies should be ready and willing to bave a competitive 
test. It is certain that if one design upon official trial 
shows marked superiority over the other, the better boat 
should be adopted by the Navy Department as the 
craft of approved type. Whether or not the companies 
are ready for such test, the Navy should demand that 
competitive trial be made, so that there could be deter- 
mined the relative value of the rival désigns before 
further construction should be authorized. 

The advocates of the craft should be impressed with 
the fact that the apparent undue haste to induce the 
Department to continue further construction must arouse 
suspicion. The boats that are now behind hand in 
construction must furnish some evidence upon official 
trial that an advance has been made. If they are not 
superior to the Holland, then the consideration of the 
question can be postponed until some other inventor 
shows that he has done something to make the boat 
more efficient. 

As the Congress can hardly reach the consideration 
of this question within six months, it may be pertinent 
to ask why the Holland cannot be subjected some time 
within that period to official tests which will show her 
exact value. 

The submarine problem is important in its possible 
influence upon naval construction, and the Navy Depart- 
ment cannot take too decided a stand in maintaining 
that the field must be kept open to all inventors, and 
that but few boats will be authorized until it has been 
shown that a distinct advance has been made in ef- 
ficiency and endurance.

OUR NEW ARMY. 

We observe that speculation is already active as to 
the minimum of force that should be retained in the 
Philippines, and General Arthur and other military 
authorities are being quoted on this subject. There 
appears to be no difference of opinion among those who 
are well informed, that the present force of 50,000 
men cannot be safely decreased, and there should be no 
reduction on our total for the present at least. If it 
should be hereafter found that a much lesser number 
will suffice we shall have to keep on American soil a 
sufficient number of troops to furnish reliefs for those 
in the tropics. The English had never allowed their 
white regiments to remain in India for a longer period 
than three years, and a regular system of relief has 
been established. Experience has shown that three 
years is the limit of time during which white soldiers 
should be subjected to the conditions of tropical service. 

It is the worst possible economy to train men and then 
destroy their efficiency by exposing them to harsh con- 
ditions, especially when the emergency of war does not 
compel us to do so. The Philippines service can no 
doubt be made a useful training school for our Army 
under proper conditions. We no longer have the Indian 
wars to depend on for training, and we must provide a 
system of education for it that is adapted to the con- 
ditions of the long peace we hope for. It is doubtful 
whether we shall ever be able to persuade the Ameri- 
can people out of the conceit that all that is required 
to make a soldier is patriotism and a rifled musket, and 
we must make the best of conditions as they are. Even 
with these unchanged we cannot see how it is possible 
to get along with fewer troops than those now pro- 
vided under the authority which authorizes the Presi- 
dent to determine within certain prescribed limits the 
number of enlisted men required for the Army. 

There seems again to be a tendency on the part of 


some to discredit the appointing authorities of the War 
Department, and to circulate a report that unfairness 
is being shown by the general examining board in the 
matter of passing certain candidates for commissions 
in the Army who make low averages in their examina- 
tions, but who have “political pull,” and failing to pass 
others who have not this same pull to fall back upon. 
We have made the most careful inquiry as to the 
methods used by the examining boards, and the gen- 
eral revising board in determining whether a candidate 
for a commission in the Army is or is not eligible. 
For some time we have been in close touch with these 
methods, and it has been a source of gratification to us 
that after the appointment has once been made giving 
the candidates the privilege of appearing before the 
examining board, he is accepted or fails upon his indi- 
vidual merits alone, and, notwithstanding the numerous 
attempts which have been made to get the War De- 
partment to change its adverse decision in certain cases, 
the Secretary of War has thus far proved himself en- 
tirely deaf to political requests which, if granted, would 
work ultimate harm upon the Service. It is tacitly 
understood by all of the examining boards appointed for 
the examinations of candidates for commissions of Ist 
and 2d lieutenancies in the Regular Army, that they 
are to be somewhat more lenient with former Volunteer 
officers who have for many months been in the field 
and in no position to study than to those who present 
themselves for examination who have not had such 
service. In the cases of former Volunteer officers who 
may make below the required average in one or two 
subjects, but who have already thoroughly demon- 
strated their ability to command men in the field, the 
general revising board in Washington invariably recom- 
mends them for commission. This policy is evidently 
fair and just, and is adhered to only in those cases 
where the officer is highly recommended by his former 
superiors in the Volunteer Army. It is evidently im- 
possible for the same facts to be taken into considera- 
tion in the case of an enlisted man who -has never 
been in command of men and who therefore has no 
efficiency record of that nature. However, the board 
of revision has in such cases taken into careful con- 
sideration the enlisted service of the soldier. The ex- 
aminations have not been a farce; on the contrary, they 
have been carefully conducted, and we are informed 
that up to the present only about sixty-five per-cent. 
of those who have been examined have been recom- 
mended for a commission. This does not look like a 
farce.

“SOME POINTS IN COAST DEFENSE.” 

In the article in the June number of the “Proceedings 
of the U. S. Naval Institute,” referred to editorially in 
the Army and Navy Journal of August 10 entitled: 
“Some Points in Coast Defense Brought out by the 
War with Spain,” by Capt Caspar F. Goodrich,U. 8. N., 
we read: “Panic is unreasoning or it would not be panic. 
Upon us devolves the necessity of preaching, in season 
and out of season, the true doctrine that the wisdom 
and efforts of the two Services may be trusted to do 
the best that can be done. To-day we may smile at our 
fears and laugh as we read that at San Diego, Cal., five 
triple groups of mines were planted, three ten-inch rifles 
mounted, and that the battery commander kept two 
Napoleon guns trained on the mine field, while, at San 
Francisco, a number of mines were successfully planted 
before the end of the (fiscal) year. A fairy tale, my 
own invention? Not at all; it is an extract from the re- 
port of the Chief of Engineers of the Army for 1898. 
Of what use in allaying general dread was Dewey’s wip- 
ing the Spanish flag off the Pacific Ocean if the pop- 
ulace a month later could make capable and respon- 
sible Army officers do such foolish things against their 
wills?’ 

In reply to this a well informed Army correspondent 
writes us as follows: 

“The report of the Board on Fortifications and other 
Defenses appointed by the President of the United 
States. under the provisions of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved March 3, 1885, was transmitted to Congress by 
the Secretary of War Jan. 16, 1886, and has been made 
the basis of the system of fortifying the United States. 
In the consolidated estimates of that report we find that 
$504,000 was recommended for the defense of San Diego 
Harbor, of which amount the sum of $100,000 was for 
submarine mines and their adjuncts, and $108,000 for 
guns and mortars, while $494,150 was the sum recom- 
mended for submarine mines at San Francisco, so that 
the responsible officers were doing these ‘foolish things.’ 
not against their own wills, but in accordance with a 
project that had received the highest official sanction 
The board in concluding its report says: ‘After mature 
consideration, and with all the information before it, 
the board is of the opinion, and recommends that the 
above-named amounts should be appropriated by Con- 
gress without delay, for the purposes mentioned,’ and it 
further states that nothing less will suffice even for a 
beginning. Now, this report is signed by Comdr. C. F. 
Goodrich, U. S. N., who at that time apparently saw no 
‘foolishness’ in it, though he now states: ‘I am ready to 
go on record at this moment as believing that if not 
another gun were mounted than now are actually 
mounted, no power in existence or that may arise in the 
next twenty years would venture on a naval demon- 
stration against any one of our principal sea ports,’ 
and this when the approved project is far from com- 
pletion. Certainly this is a most extraordinary change 
of opinion, even in a period of fifteen years.” 
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It seems to us that this statement, coming to us as 
it does from an authoritative source, calls for an ex- 
planation from Captain Goodrich.

A SUGGESTION TO YACHT LOVERS. 


News that the ninety-foot racing yacht Independence, 
built by Mr. Lawson, of Boston, to defend the America’s 
cup is to be broken up will be received with feelings of 
regret. It was only a short time ago that the shapely 
and swift Defender, which so valiantly carried the 
Stars and Stripes over the finish line in front of Lord 
Dunraven’s yacht in 1895, was sent to the junk pile, 
and it is safe to say that there were none of those who 
saw the blue-bodied yacht win her races against the 
Valkyrie that did not lament her inglorious end. It is 
indeed a striking sign of the rapid development of 
wealth in this country when a man will spend more 
than $150,000 for a yacht, and after sailing her two 
or three times is willing to see her turned into scrap 
iron. There ought to be a better destiny for such valu- 
able racing craft. 

While not adapted to all the purposes for which an 
ordinary yacht is used, it would seem that if such boats 
were loaned to the Naval Academy for use by the cadets 
in learning the handling of sailing craft, they would 
do more good than if relegated to the rubbish heap. 
In the old days of the Constellation and other school- 
ships, cadets when proficient used to be sent aloft in 
howling gales to furl sails, and they became as expert 
probably as the crews that sail the big cup chasers 
and cup defenders of to-day. 
stir the hearts of the cadets, to put them on board a 
crack yacht of the size of the Independence, even with 
a reduced rig, and perhaps they might learn some 
wrinkles on her that they might not acquire on more 
every-day boats. 

The chief drawback to using such yachts for any- 
thing else than racing is the cost of keeping them in 
commission, which is very great. 

Some repairs and strengthening of the hull would make 
her a serviceable boat, and her interior could be changed 
so as to furnish the accommodations that boats of her 
style lack, and we have no doubt that those who fol- 
lowed her fortunes so loyally in the races off Newport, 
and who swear by her, would be willing to defray all 
the expense necessary to put her in p-oper condition, 
could they land her eventually at the Academy, where 
her fame, brief as it has been, would become a part of 
the fame of that great institution.

OUR TRANSPORT SERVICE. 


The account of the transportation of the German ex- 
peditionary force to China, published by the “Militar- 








Wochenblatt” some time ago, appears in the vol- 
ume of “Notes on Naval’ Progress.’ Everything 
had to be improvised, as Germany has had no 
experience in the transportation of such large 


bodies of troops across the ocean. The work was 
greatly facilitated by the fact that Germany had at 
her disposal two of the largest steamship companies, 
the North Dutch Lloyd and the Hamburg-American 
Company. At a conference between the representatives 
of the army, the navy and the two companies, a system 
was arranged which appears to have worked satisfac- 
torily. In the stowage of cargo it was provided that 
each ship should carry everything necessary to make 
the troops on board independent of other vessels. Ar- 
ticles most immediately needed were placed on top, and 
s0 on in the order of necessity, down to the reserve 
stores in the lower hold. The cargo of each ship was 
thus divided in accordance with the division of the 
troops. This is a melancholy contrast to the system, 
or want of system, prevailing in our transport service 
at the outbreak of the Spanish War. Describing it in 
the “Journal of the Military Service Institution” for 
September, Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Anderson, U. S. A., 
speaking of his experience in disembarking at Manila, 
says: “The stores had been loaded on the transports 
without system, and no one knew what was on any 
particular ship or where in the ship.” * * * 

“When General Merritt came, he was anxious to get 
the guns of his batteries on shore. We set to work 
unloading the ship they were on. First came out a 
lot of agricultural implements, lawn mowers, hoes, etc.; 
then came forty hand pumps; then an unmarked box, 
which was found to contain 5,000 clothespins; then at 
last the battery harness, but as we had no horses, this 
was not a valuable find; then innumerable battery sun- 
dries; then the caissons and limbers, and at last we 
found that the guns were in the bottom of the hold, 
beneath a lot of quartermaster’s stores. Finally we 
found that the artillery ammunition was in the hold of 
another vessel, but down as low as possible, for ballast. 
Over this was enough State tentage to camp an Army 
corps. As I had only allowed the men to take shelter 
tents in the field, it was with intense disgust that I 
saw this tentage and other needless stuff loaded in 
lighter after lighter, while the ammunition might have 
been required any minute in battle.” 

“As a rule the delays were owing to the unskilful 
loading of the ships, which was done by a civil ap- 
pointment who knew nothing of the quartermaster’s 
business and still less of ships. Another cause of delay 
was the ignorance of landsmen about handling boats. 
The last three days of our landing we had the help 
of the Navy, but not until then. fter they came to 
our assistance we saw the difference between their skill 
and our awkwardness. 

“The quartermaster, who was to have been the depot 
quartermaster at Cavite, and who was supposed to 
know that property had been sent and whv it was sent, 
never came. f’ shall always regret he never came, as 
now he will never know what he intended to do with 
the 5,000 clothespins.” 

In the same number Capt. C. A. Devol describes the 
system which has been adopted as the result of such 
experiences as those described by General Anderson. 
Of it Captain Devodl says: 

“This system is, in my opinion, as good as it can be 
made, but it requires trained men to carry it into ef-

fect. Should years now elapse in the port of New 
York with no large shipping by transports, and then a 
sudden call be made to ship thousands of men, the con- 
fusion will doubtless be the same as in the early days 
of the Spanish-American war.” He adds: 

“I think the transport service has profited by its 
early mistakes and learned many valuable lessons, and 
I think our service can now hold up its head among 
the nations of the earth and claim equality at least. 
The service has men who have grown up with it, who 
know its former failings and the steps by which they 
were overcome, and who are valuable men to the Gov- 
ernment from the thoroughness of such knowledge. 
My only fear in the future is that interest in the Ser- 
vice will wane, the educated men will go and be scat- 
tered, and in some future war a new set of men will be 
hurried into responsible places who will have to learn 
the same old costly lessons for themselves.”

Major General MacArthur visited the War Depart- 
ment on Sept. 2 and called on President McKinley. 
He left the same day for New York to consult with 
Secretary Root. General MacArthur stopped at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. He is to visit Milwaukee in a few 
days, where the Wisconsinites are arranging to give 
him a great reception. In various interviews had with 
him, General MacArthur has declared that the military 
force in the Philippines should not be reduced below 
40,000 men. The leading passion of the people there 
now, he says, is for schools and the study of the 
English language. General MacArthur is impressed 
with the necessity of a government cable line from 
San Francisco to Manila. He does not think that 
filibustering has amounted to anything on the Philip- 
pine coasts. The Filipinos never had more than 35, 
rifles, and these have been nearly all accounted for. 
Speaking of the capture of Aguinaldo, General Mac- 
Arthur is credited with saying that, in his opinion, it 
was a very great blow to the insurrection—in fact, 
that it veal ended the principal armed resistance.

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The official test of field guns for the Army will be 
held upon some date in October, and will begin with 
the ballistic test at Sandy Hook. The guns will then 
be sent to Fort Riley, and under the supervision of 
the Artillery members of the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications will receive their field tests. Much inter- 
est is attached to the coming tests on account of the 
numerous guns of different design which will then meet 
in competition. The Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions at its last meeting at Buffalo, N. Y., took up for 
consideration the matter of the adoption of the Isham 
shell for firing high explosives. It will be remembered 
that Congress appropriated a large sum for the pur- 
chase, at the discretion of the Secretary of War, of 
Mr. isham’s patents. As far as can be learned no 
final action ‘has yet been taken by the board, but it 1s 
an open secret that action up to the present has not 
been very favorable. Numerous officers of the Army 
are seriously opposed to the system of Isham, and 
there are also many officers who believe he has an 
excellent invention.

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A reply was received Sept. 4 at the Navy Depart- 
ment from Captain Forsyth, to the letter calling his 
attention to an alleged interview published on the sub- 
ject of the Schley court of inquiry. An earlier letter 
of the Department to Captain Forsyth it appears did 
not reach him. Captain Forsyth while coming Hast 
was detained over Sunday at Kansas City, Mo. He 
declined to talk with a reporter. It seems, however, 
that he fell into private conversaton with some persons 
at the hotel, with no idea that what he said would be 
repeated in any form. His remarks were distorted, 
and were used to form the substance of the alleged 
interview. Captain Forsyth has made such disclaimer, 
and bas so frankly avowed his deep regret at any 
indiscretion in the premises that ‘the Department is 
satisfied that there was no intention on his part of 
violating the order of the Department to refrain from 
public statement. No action will be taken by the De- 
partment further than to inform Captain Forsyth that 
his explanation is satisfactory, and that the incident 
will not be treated as affecting his excellent record. 
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Officers of the Artillery Corps are naturally greatly 
interested at this time in the progress being made in 
the recruiting of their arm of the Service to the maxi- 
mum allowed by law. The sixth and last increment 
to the Corps has now been begun and in all proba- 
bility will be completed by about Sept. 18. The latest 
reports received by the War Department from recruit- 
ing officers, which are dated Sept. 30, show that 555 
men had been enlisted for the Artillery since the com- 
pletion of the fifth increment. There has recently been 
a slight falling off in the enlistments for the Artillery, 
but, notwithstanding this fact, the officials at the War 
Department are estimating upon getting not less than 
500 men a week. We have already printed the names 
of the officers who will be promoted under the sixth 
increment. 





— 
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One of the main objects of the visit of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg to the Philippine Islands was to ascer- 
tain whether or not it would be practicable to estab- 
lish in the Archipelago a sanitarium. It will be re- 
membered that numerous recommendations have been 
made by officers in the Philippines in regard to this 
matter. Officers who have made.a study of the ques- 
tion look with favor upon the establishment of such 
an institution in the province of Laguna de Bay, where 
it is said the conditions of climate, etc., are most favor- 
able. This has been called to the attention of General 
Sternberg. Preliminary steps have also been taken to 
provide for juvenile offenders in the Philippines by 
establishing an institution on the plan of the Wimira 
(N. Y.) Reform School. 


-— 
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Congressman J. A. T. Hull, who has just returned 
from the Philippines, has sounded a note of warning 
which it will behoove our professional lovers cf peace 
to bear in mind. He cautions us to keep the mission- 
aries away from the Moros. He says they are quiet 
and law-abiding now, but if missionaries go there se- 
rious trouble will begin. He ints out that the pe- 
culiar customs are with the Moros a question of re- 
ligion, and like all Mohammedans they will fight for 





their religion to the last. They are a fierce and war- 
like people, and prefer extermination to surrender. As 
long as we do not meddle with their affairs, Mr. Hull 
declares, there is no danger of a conflict, but so sure 
as we attempt to make them conform to our stand- 
ards of morality and religion, there will be war.

There now seems to be little doubt that it is the 
intention of the Secretary of War to make strenuous 
efforts during the coming session of Congress to obtain 
authority for the reinstatement of the Army canteen, 
which was practically extinguished by act of Congress. 
Data have been gathered since the present law became 
effective, which, it is claimed at the War Department, 
cogently show the usefulness of the canteen system as 
it was formerly conducted. It is believed that Con- 
gress aiso now looks upon the matter in a different 
light from what it did when the present law was passed, 
and realizes more fully the need for the canteen. Mr. 
Root will certainly recommend the re-establishment of 
the canteen on its old basis.

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As the time approaches for the retirement on account 
of age of General Buffington, Chief of Ordnance, ru- 
mors are more current at the War Department as to 
his probable successor. Not only is the Ordnance De- 
partment greatly interested in the selection for this 
important billet, but the Artillery also is anxious to 
learn who will be chosen. The Secretary of War has 
so far given no information in regard to whom he hag in 
mind. ‘The question of whether, . under the law, it 
would be possible for a captain in the Department to 
be selected has never yet been officially decided. In 
addition to the senior officers Lieut. Col. Frank H. 
Phipps, Major Charles Shaler, Capt. W. Crozier and 
others are being mentioned as possible setectious.

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OUR SECRETARY OF WAR. 


The New York “Evening Post” publishes an interest- 
ing “free-handed sketch of the Secretary of War,” in 
which details are given of the work Mr. Root has 
accomplished in connection with a description of 
the personality of the man. “It is not remarkable,” 
the writer (J. E. L.’) tells us, “that, reared in an atmos- 
phere charged with solemn purpose, a serious cast should 
have been given to Mr. Root’s mind. From his youth 
he has had to face hard problems. A difficulty was 
to him not an impediment to be shaken off, but an ob- 
stacle to surmount. It became his habit to study every- 
thing from its least encouraging side. Not till he had 
mastered that could he afford to look at the others and 
see what could be done with ease. This habit, an 


outgrowth of his early training, was further fastened 
upon him by the study and the practice of law.” 

When he entered the War Department, we are _fur- 
ther told, “patiently, with his lawyer’s habit, Mr. Root 
probed for the chief cause of the trouble in the military 
establishment, and found it, not in the usurpations of 
the Adjutant General’s office, or in the canned beef of 
the Army ration, but in the generally false relation 
of the staff to the line, as if they were rival organiza- 
tions sworn to an eternal feud, and not complementary 
arms of the same great service, as essential to each 
other as the wheels of a clock to its hands. To re- 
unite the divorced member became his first care.” 

The establishment of a new Army of permanent com- 
position, the substitution in Cuba of a definite for an in- 
choate plan, or, more strictly, no plan at all, are among 
the things accomplished by Mr. Root which are, as this 
writer says, “familiar history.” “The story,” he 
further says, “has been rehearsed here in more de- 
tail than perhaps seems necessary, in order to illus- 
trate the thoroughness of Mr. Root’s methods when he 
lays his hand to a piece of work and his contempt for 
the shifty devices which will bridge over a_ difficulty, 
instead of disposing of it for good and all. His policies 
in dealing with the Army, with the Philippines, and 
with Cuba may have been wise or foolish; at least they 
were of his own planning, they were self-consistent, 
and they struck at the base of things, instead of merely 
seraping the surface.” 

When it came to Porto Rico, as this writer would have 
us believe, Mr. Root’s plans were interfered with by 
the President, for whose prodding the “Evening Post” 
always keeps in constant readiness a special stick well 
sharpened. To meet the views of his wicked partner, 
“Mr. Root dropped his own preferences, yielded to su- 
periority, and bent his energies to making the best of 
a bad matter.” 

As to the personal characteristics of the Secretary, the 
“Post” says: “The concentration of mind which marks 
his attack of every problem is shown in his indif- 
ference to the warnings of the clock. He goes and 
comes, eats and sleeps, and exercises as convenient, 
not by any routine. An Army officer, who has spent 
many years on the plains, remarked of him once, “he 
has no more idea of time than an Indian. If he is 
interested, he will give three hours to a man who has 
asked for five minutes, and keep forty Congressmen 
waiting on the anxious seat in his anteroom. He 
knows when it is night, because a servant turns 
on the lights. He knows when it is morning, because 
he can see to read. But I doubt if he knows when his 
dinner hour comes, for eating is one of those things he 
can do whenever he feels like it.” 

Tor all that, no public ofticer in Washington is more 
frankly master of his own time and place. He shuts his 
door, and it stays shut till he gets ready to open it 
again. This is never done rudely on the one hand, 
or apologetically on the other; it is his official duty 
to study certain large questions which come before him, 
and, in order to do this, he must have seclusion and 
quiet. At certain times not even his nearest attendants 
must intrude. At others he lets them lay the cards of 
waiting visitors silently upon his table, so that he may 
run over the collection after his stress of work is ended, 
and hold such interviews as are practicable. His orders 
on this point are imperative. One day a Senator of 
cousiderable prominence entered the ante-chamber and 
strode toward the closed door of the inner office with 
impatient gait. A colored messenger blocked the way. 

“I want to see the Secretary,” thundered the Senator 
imperiously. 

“Please give me your card,” said the messenger. 

“I have no card.” 

“Will you kindly write one?” 

“Why, you know me—I’ve been coming here a dozen 
years. I am Senator Blank, and I am in a hurry; I 
shall have to leave this office inside of five minutes.” 

The messenger was very respectful in his manner, 
but smiled as he answered: 

‘Yes, sir; but if I should go in there and announce 
you without a card, I would have to leave this office 
before you would.” 

In short, nobody doubts now who is master at the 
War Department. Every Army oflicer, every member 
of the clerical staff, every Senator understands by this 
time the sort of man with whom he will have to deal; 
candid and courteous, but with no more pliancy of 
purpose than a trip-hammer. When somebody reported 
to the Secretary that an order he had made, involving 
two sets of officers, was liable to fail of performance 
because the two sets could not agree, he looked up from 
his work just long enough to say: “They must agree; 
they have got to agree.” The two words emphasized 
offered no encouragement for further bickering. More- 
over, the brief response did the business. The agree- 
ment which followed may not have been effusively 
cordial, but it was complete. 
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MILITARY ACADEMY EXHIBIT AT BUFFALO. 


One of the most interesting, and at the same time 
most useful, exhibits at the Pan-American Exposition 
is the one that conveys to the many thousand American 
citizens visiting Buffalo some idea of the character and 
work of the Military Academy at West Point. It was 
designed by Prof. C. W. Larned, Professor of Drawing. 
It is part of the War Department display, arranged by 
Captain Harris, and is in charge of Lieut. Fredk. W. 
Lewis, 8th Inf., Instructor in Drawing at the Academy. 
In connection with the actual display of the Cadet 





battalion visiting Buffalo, it has done much to extend 
_the knowledge of the Academy and to increase public 
respect for it. 

The exhibit occupies a triangle 40 by 20 feet, and 
is enclosed in a crenelated and turreted wall, finished 
in the semblance of masonry, the general aspect sug- 
gesting the old Cadet barracks. Panels are arranged 


along the wall, on one of which is inscribed General 
Scott's tribute to the Academy. Other panels of des- 
criptive text are given, alternating with photographs 
showing the characteristics of the post of West Point 
and illustrating the methods of instruction, the military 
exercises in camp, on the march and on parade, and 
the athletic training of the Cadets, including their con- 
tests on the football field. Drawings made by famous 
generals in their Cadet days are shown; photographs 
of distinguished graduates, leaders in war, including war- 
time pictures of Army and corps commanders; a state- 
ment of the number of graduates and their distribu- 
tion in different departments of the Service; a list of 
those attaining to the rank of general officer in the 
Union and Confederate Services, and a list of sixty of 
the most important battles of the Civil War in which 
the command, on one or both sides, was held by gradu- 
ates of the Academy, in all but five on both sides; also 
a statement of the number of graduates killed in action 
or who died of their wounds. On a long table are 
shown the Academy text-books, samples of examination 
papers, and the laws and regulations governing the 
Academy, Cadet drawings, maps and plans. 

The central feature of the exhibit is a great trophy 
of arms and standards emblematical of the various 
branches of the Service to which the Cadets are as- 
signed. From a bastioned fort rises a turret, surmounted 
by a_ model, in green bronze, of the figure of Fame, on 
the Battle Monument. On the front of the turret is 
a shield bearing the coat of arms of the Academy, and 
the West Point motto, ‘Duty, Honor, Country.” Back 
of the statue of Fame is a radiating glory of sabres. 
A semi-circular screen at the back bears upon each of 
its radiating folds a Cadet sword and sheath. From be- 
hind it rises a trophy of standards of all arms of the 
Service—Engineers, Cavalry, Infantry and. Artillery. 
On the wall above the trophy are the dates 1802-1902. 
On the turrets which flank the central trophy are dis- 
played-the service swords of ten distinguished generals 
of the Civil War—Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, McClel- 
lan, Halleck, Meade, Thomas, McPherson, Hancock 
and Schofield, all graduates of West Point. In raised 
bronze letters, arranged along the frieze, with palm 
leaves, are the names of twenty-four of the disting- 
uished Army and corps commanders of the Civil War. 
At intervals along the frieze are half a dozen bronze 
shields, replicas of those presented to the Cullom Memo- 
rial Hall at West Point, bearing the names of the 
battles and actions in which graduates of the Academy 
have taken part since 1802. . 
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A NEW CHRONOGRAPH. 


The War Department has recently ordered for the 
Sandy Hook Proving Ground four of the new chrono- 
graphs made by Queen & Co., (Inc.) of Philadelphia. 
These are a modification of the instruments devised by 
Le Boulenge, and were first introduced to our Services 
through the Army and Navy Journal. The new instru- 
ment consists of a cylindrical post, on one side of which, 
near the top, is fastened an electromagnet. On the op- 
posite side is a magnet clamped by thumb-screws and 2 
slow-motion device, so that it can be raised or lowered 
as the adjustment of the instrument requires. The arma- 
ture of the upper magnet is a long rod, called the chro- 
nometer rod, which when released by the magnet falls 
freely. The armature of the movable magnet is a shorter 
rod, called the registrar. When this is released by its 
magnet it falls, striking a lever which allows a kuife-edge 
to jump forward. A current of electricity passes through 
a screen placed in front of the gun in such a manner 
as to be broken by the passage of a projectile through the 
screen and passes through the upper magnet. A second 
current passes through a second screen 100 feet from 
the first, and then through the movable electromagnet. 
When the first current is broken by the projectile, the 
chronometer falls; when the second current is broken, 
the registrar falls, striking the lever which releases the 
knife. The knife strikes the recorder on the falling chro- 
nometer rod. The height of this record represents the 
difference in time of the breaking of the two currents, 
or the time it takes the projectile to pass from one screen 
to the next. There are several corrections that must be 
made, however, such as the time it takes to demagnet- 
ize the magnets after the current is broken, the time it 
takes the registrar to fall, and the time it takes the knife 
to be released and move through the space to the chro- 
nometer rod. These errors in time are corrected by taking 
a disjunctor reading, that is, both currents are broken 
at exactly the same time. The distance that the chro- 
nometer rod then falls is due to the errors in the instru- 
ment, which can readily be measured and always be 
made the same. The new disjunctors as made by 
Queen & Co. consist of one steel spring through which 
both currents pass. By pressing a button the spring is re- 
leased and the currents are broken and act together 
without any interval of time between them. In the old 
form the two currents were broken by two separate 
springs, which required constant attention to keep them 
working together. 
_A rheostat is introduced in each current to regulate 
its strength. The rheostats furnished by Queen & Co. 
are a new style made for this particular work, consist- 
ing of a flat drum rheostat, having a resistance of about 
20 ohms, each drum having about 450 contact points, 
by which a very close regulation of the current can be 
secured. Another feature of the rheostat is the large 
current-carrying capacity, so that they can be used on 
any form of chronograph. As it is desirable to use as 
weak a current as possible, the current is cut down by 
means of the rheostat so that the magnets will just 
hold their respective rods. Each chronograph is provided 
with a velocity scale graduated on a german silver rule 
reading ‘‘feet per second.” As soon as a record is made 
on the recorder it is attached to the velocity scale, and 
the vernier adjusted until its edge rests in the cut: the 
reading is then taken from the vernier, giving the actual 
velocity if the projectile in feet per second. 
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GENERAL WOOD'S CIVIL REPORT. 


The annual civil report of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
Military Governor of Cuba, consists of thirteen large 
volumes, embracing the following subjects: Personal 
report of General Wood, civil orders, State and Gov- 
ernment; report of chief sanitary officer and chief sur- 
geou, finance, agriculture, commerce and industry, jus- 
tice, publie instruction, public works (two volumes), 
engineers (two volumes) and general sanitation. Gen- 
eral Wood reviews the progress made in Cuba under 
this authority and outlines the existing civil government 
in the islands. He says the Department of State and 
Government, which is probably the most important of 





all the government, has been conducted under the 
supervision of the Military Governor of the island, but 
under the direct ss of the Secretary of State 
and Government, nor Diego Tomayo. Under the 
Secretary of State and Government are the six civil 
Governors of the different provinces of the island, and 
under them are the various Alcaldes of the various 
municipalities. He says that the present government 
is abolishing many of these municipalities, the existence 
of which is not justified. 

General Wood says that few police are required in 
any Cuban town, and recent orders call for a gradual 
reduction of State aid which will terminate with the 
withdrawal of all assistance. The administration and 
conduct of the prisons was one of the worst features 
of the former government of Cuba, General Wood says, 
and declares that they were simply mediaeval prison 
houses. He says Cuba needs a modern prison for long- 
term prisoners and that it should be situated in the 
country near Havana. The hospitals have been greatly 
improved and are now all controlled by the General 
Government. Leprosy is generally distributed through- 
out the island of Cuba, but the number of cases is small 
and the general type is not malignant. Steps are 
being taken to find a suitable location, where lepers 
can be isolated. 

The municipal elections have resulted in the extreme 
and revolutionary element being elected. General Wood 
gives a history of the Guard of Cuba and expresses 
the opinion that as now organized it will be fully able 
to maintain order in the island, even after the with- 
drawal of troops. The report makes a number of 
recommendations touching the improving the commer- 
cial facilities of Cuba. Referring to the postal frauds 
the report says: “The irregularities disclosed in inves- 
tigation were scandalous in character and I believe in- 
dicated a conspiracy to systematically defraud the 
island government.” The schools are efficiently man- 
aged and the employment of American teachers is not 
advised as they do not speak Spanish. 
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GUN TRAINING AND PRACTICE. 


In answer to an inquiry in Parliament as to whether 
where special attention was given by officers and men to 
gun training and practice, the efficiency of a ship could 
be increased by at least 30 per cent., the Admiralty 
says that Captain Scott’s method of training men to 
shoot could be adopted on every ship in his Majesty’s 
fleet. Mr. Arnold Foster in discussing the question said 
the Admiralty was fully alive to the necessity of train- 
ing. men to shoot, and all possible means were being 
employed to obtain the highest degree of efficiency. 
Captain Seott’s method of training is being followed, 
and a large number of sets of his training apparatus 
have been ordered, in addition to those already supplied 
to ships in commission. 

The Terrible, which made such an excellent record 
last year, has still further improved its score under the 
tuition of Captain Scott, as appears from the official 
record of the annual prize firing at Wei-hai-wei, June 
s%. The principal gain was in the rapidity of loading. 
The two 9-inch guns which last year fired 15 rounds 
and made nine hits, or .75 per minute, this year fired 
22 rounds and made 14 hits, or 1.1 a minute. The 
twelve 6-inch quick-firing guns increased their record 
from 104 rounds to 128 and the hits from 80 or 3.3 per 
minute, to 102 or 4.2 per minute. 

To avoid any question as to the accuracy of the re- 
turn, five umpires were appointed, instead of the usual! 
two, and the firing was watched by two captains from 
other vessels, and at the end of each run the ship was 
taken up to the target, when the hits were counted and 
recorded by the umpires. A new canvas was put up 
for each gun, so that on starting each weapon had a 
target which had not been perforated. ¥ 

The Terrible had an average of 4.2 hits per minute, 





‘ with the 6-inch quick-firing guns, where the average 


in the fleet was only 1.1. From the after 9.2-inch gun 
twelve rounds were fired in six minutes with nine hits. 
This was more than the fleet average with 6-inch quick- 
firing guns. The Terrible this year made 18 more 
hits with its twelve 12-inch guns than the Magnificent, 
Mars and Hannibal did last year with their thirty-six 
12-inch guns, and 4.2 per cent. of hits to their aggregate 
of 3.51. The Scylla, which last year made the record 
with the 4.7-inch quick-firing guns, was then under the 
command of Captain Scott, who has demonstrated how 
important persistent gunnery practice and training are 
among the elements that make up the efficieney of a 
man-of-war.

NAVY PAYMASTERS APPOINTED. 


Among the Presidential appointments announced this 
week was that of Mr. John D. Barber, a nephew of 
the President, to be Assistant Paymaster in the Navy 


with the rank of Ensign. The vacancy to which Mr. 


Barber was appointed was caused by the retirement 
on Aug. 27 of Pay Director Daniel A. Smith. These 
promotions in the Pay Corps bave occurred from that 
date and have been announced: Joseph Foster (now 
Pay Inspector with the rank of Commander) to be a 
Pay Director in the Navy with the rank of Captain; 
Reah Frazer (now Paymaster with the rank of Lieu- 
tenant Commander) to be a Pay Director in the Navy 
with the rank of Commander, and Edmund W. Bon 
naffon (now Passed Assistant Paymaster with the 
rank of Lieutenant, j. g.), to be an Assistant Pay- 
master with the rank of t.ieutenant. The other pro- 
motions resulting from Pay Director Smith’s retirement 
have not yet been announced. Pay Director Charles H. 
Eldridge wi!l reach the age for retirement Sept. 21, and 
Mr. Edward T. Hoops, who was formerly a cadet at 
Annapolis, will be appointed to the grade of Assistant 
Paymaster. Upon the retirement in April of Pav 
Director Frank C. Cosby the President will appoint 
Mr. W. A. Greer, at present a clerk in the office of the 
Secretary of the Navy, to the Pay Corps. The three 
gentlemen mentioned have only recently been examined 
at the Navy Yard at Washington, and all of them passed 
creditably. With the filling of these three vacancies 
there will be no further appointments possible in the 
Pay Corps of the Navy until April 28 and June 18, 
1902, on which dates Pay Directors Edward Bellows 
and Henry M. Denniston, respectively, will be placed on 
the retired list. No examinations have yet been held 
to fill the vacancies caused at that time.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller, in acting upon the appeal of Capt. 
Charles H. Davis of the Navy from the settlement of 
his claim by the Auditor, has decided that an officer 
of the Navy promoted in course to fill a vacancy in the 
next higher grade, is not entitled to the pay of the 
higher grade prior to the date of the vacancy he is 


promoted to fill, although he is nominated and confirmed 
to the rank on a prior date. This decision of the 
Comptroller’s is of the greatest interest to a large 
number of officers in the Navy and has been a much- 
discussed question in naval circles. The facts in the 
case are as follows: 


On Aug. 10, 1898, Commodore Winfield S. Schley, 
was by the President advanced in numbers for heroic 
and conspicuous conduct, pursuant to section 1,506, Rev. 
Stat., so as to make him a rear admiral, and a tempo- 
rary appointment was issued to him reciting that he 
took rank from that date. At the same time Capt. 
Francis J. Higginson was promoted by the President 
to take the place of Commodor e Schley, and the claim- 
ant, then a commander, to take the place of Captain 
Higginson. Temporary appointments were issued to 
them reciting that they took rank from Aug. 10. The 
Senate was not then in session, but upon the assem- 
bling of Congress, nominations for these promotions, 
including the advancement and promotion of Commo- 
dore Schley, were sent to the Senate for its action, the 
nominations reciting that the officers took rank as 
stated in their temporary appointments. The Senate 
took no specific action in the case of Commodore 
Schley, but confirmed the other nominations as made, 
including that of the claimant to be a captain, vice 
Higginson, promoted from Aug. 10, 1898. A perma- 
nent commission has been issued to Captain Davis in 
accordance with his confirmation. 

By settlement dated Oct. 24, 1898, the Auditor for 
the Navy Department allowed Captain Davis the differ- 
ence between his pay as a captain from Aug. 10 to 
Sept. 30, 1898, inclusive, amounting to $138.36. There- 
after he was taken upon the rolls for pay in the grade 
of captain. By the settlements appealed from the 
Auditor changed back the amount allowed by his former 
settlement, and also charged him with the difference 
between his pay of commander and his pay of captain, 
which latter he had received from Oct. 1 to Dee. 13, 
1898, amounting to $101.37. Captain Davis contends 
that there is an inconsistency in the former decisions 
of the Comptroller in such matters, and that as his 
commission reads: “I have nominated him, and by 
and with thé advice and consent of the Senate, do ap- 
point him a captain in the Navy from the 10th day of 
August, 1898,” and as his promotion and confirmation 
were “regular and in due course,” it follows that he 
must be regarded as having been appointed captain 
from the 10th day of Aug., 1898, as his commission 
reads, and entitled to pay accordingly; and, further, 
that if a vacancy were necessary in order to his com- 
plete promotion on Aug. 10, and the receipt of pay de- 
pended upon such vacancy, the proceedings mentioned 
were effective in law to create that vacancy on the 
date mentioned. 

In his decision of the case the Comptroller says: 
“Undoubtedly persons so appointed would be entitled to 
the pay of the position from date of appointment until 
the action of the Senate or the adjournment thereof, 
whether the Senate confirmed the appointment or not. 
It, however, frequently happened in the Navy that 
vacancies would occur when it would be impossible for 
the President to fill them immediately, or if a tempo- 
rary commission should be issued in favor of a particular 
person, the person so appointed would have no know!l- 
eige thereof and could not indicate the acceptance 
usually held necessary to vest an officer with a new 
position. Furthermore, officers on promotion must un- 
dergo certain examinations, and it is often uncertain 
what the results of those examinations will be. It 
might thus happen that a vacancy might long exist 
unfilled, awaiting a formal acceptance or the result of 
an examination. Congress provided for such contingen- 
cies by the following law: 

“ ‘That on and after the passage of this act, any 
officer of the Navy who may be promoted in course to fill 
a vacancy in the next higher grade shall be entitled to 
the pay of the grade to which promoted from the date 
he takes rank therein, if it be subsequent to the date 
of the vacancy he is appointed to fill.’ The plain de- 
duction is that if the vacancy he is appointed to fill oc- 
curs subsequently to the date from which he is to take 
rank, he is entitled to rank only from the date of the 
vacaney. There is no other law allowing an officer the 
pay of a grade to which he is promoted prior to the 
date when he becomes actually and legally vested with 
the office. 

Whether the President could create a vacancy during 
the recess of the Senate by removing one officer and 
promoting another to take his place, may be a question. 
It is beyond his authority to create an additional po- 
sition or number in a grade by advancing an officer 
pursuant to section 1,506, Rev. Stat., without the con- 
current action of the Senate. The intention was to 
make the promotions effective from the time of the 
advancement of the officers upon whose advancement 
the promotions depended. Since the advancements did 
not become effective until Dec. 14, 1898, so the vacancies 
resulting from or occasioned by said advancements all 
the way down the line, did not occur until that date. 

“The promotion of Captain Davis followed upon the 
occurring of a vacancy in the grade above him in regu- 
lar order and was, therefore, a promotion in course. 
lar order, and was, therefore, that because his promotion 
Was regular and in course, he is entitled to the pay 


sof the higher grade from the date he took rank. He 


is entitled to such pay from’ the date he took rank, 
provided it is subsequent to the date of the vacancy he 
Was appointed to fill; if the date of the vacancy is sub- 
sequent to the date of taking rank he can only get the 
advanced pay from the date of the vacancy. The 
vacancy the claimant was actually appointed to fill 
occurred Dee. 14, 1898, and he is entitled to the higher 
pay only from that date.” 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that it 
is within the province of the Secretary of the Navy, 
in his discretion, to direct the refundment of the amount 
paid a landsmen for training for seaman for his clothing 
outfit, as a condition to his transfer to another branch 
of the Service before completion of the requisite period 
of training. This decision was rendered in the case of 
Alexander McDonald, yeoman, 3d class, who enlisted 
first as a landsman for training but subsequently was 
transferred, at his own request, to the class of lands- 
man for yeoman. When he first enlisted he drew the 
clothing allowance of $45 given in such class, but, 
upon being transferred, he was made to refund the 
amount. The Comptroller sustains the action of the 
Navy Department in requiring.the refundment. 





In the case of John Flynn, formerly a water tender 
in the U. S. Navy, who was discharged vice at 
Montevideo, Uruguay, and forced to provide himself 
with transportation to New York, the mptroller has 
held that enlisted men of the Navy who fail to obtain 
transportation to the United States on discharge in a 
foreign port, cannot be reimbursed for the cost of such 
transportation if they provide it for themselves.

NAVAL PROGRESS 1900-1901. 


The ‘“‘Notes on Naval Progress,” issued anually by 
the Office of Naval Intelligence, is a valuable addition 
to any professional library. It gives more in detail 
than we can give the information presented here from 
week to week, and furnishes at one glance a general 
idea of the movement and progress of foreign navies 
during the year. From the valuable notes on ships and 
torpedo boats by Lieut. Harry Phelps, U. 8S. Navy, 
appearing in the volume just issued, we learn that the 
year has been an active one in naval construction, while 
there has been no marked change in the designs of 
ships. As this activity continues it emphasizes the 
warning we have given as to thé necessity for vigi- 
lance on our part. 

England is so far in the lead in naval construction 
that there can hardly be said to be any second. Com- 
paring her tonnage launched since the last report, or 
that laid down, either is in excess of the total for 
France and Russia combined. When it comes to ves- 
sels authorized -but not yet ordered, we find that France 
has 47,694 tons to 20,120 tons for England. The con- 
dition of the German naval program we discussed last 
week. The 260,000 tonnage of the Japanese Navy, 
mostly the work of the last six years, is to be still 
further increased. Italy has halted in its naval 
progress over the question of types, which is believed 
to be now settled. 

It used to be a favorite joke of the late Prof. Michie 
that the religion he professed, the Swedenborgian, had 
doubled its adherents at the Military academy in one 
year, another officer holding these views having ar- 
rived on the post. In much the same way Mexico is 
about to more than double her naval strength by the 
addition of eight 16-knot torpedo boats of 1,000 tons, 
and two moderate sized torpedo boats. Here is 
another argument for fortifying the Nicarauga Canal, 
if we ever build it. 

One hundred and seventy-three of the four hundred 
and thirty-three pages of text in this volume are de- 
voted to the notes furnished by Lieutenant Phelps. 
They include a condensed report for the year, not 
only on ships building, ordered and proposed, but on 
new ships amd torpedo boats, steam trials, reconstruc- 
tion of old ships, sheathing of ships, coaling records, 
and marine casualties. Lieut. Thomas Snowden, U. 
S. N., follows with fifty-six pages on guns and mounts, 
small arms, field guns, target practice, armor, ex- 
plosives and torpedoes. Engineering notes, including 
those of boilers, are furnished by Lieut. . R. de 
Steiguer, U. S. N., who also gives notes on wire- 
less telegraphy. Lieut. Orlo S. Knepper, U. 8. N., gives 
an account of Navy Leagues, what they are and what 
they are doing. They are to be found in England, Ger- 
many, France, Italy and Spain, and are accomplishing 
more or less in stimulating the interest in Naval matters 
in these several countries. The British Navy League is 





. especially active and aggressive, and by its perpetual 


prodding of inert Admiralty officials and a dilatory Par- 
| acre is making life a burden to the men who hold of- 
ce. 

Lieutenant Knepper also gives us a description of the 
Naval maneuvers of England, Japan, France and Ger- 
many during 1900, a statement of the estimates of for- 
eign powers for the fiscal year, 1901-02, a table showing 
naval tonnage built and building for different classes 
of ships by the seven principal powers, and some graphic 
tables designed to show in the clearest manner possible 
the comparative strength of the navies, with the com- 
merce they have to protect and the seacoast they have 
to defend. The table of ships shows the fol- 
lowing comparison of those built and building, not in- 
cluding gunboats, auxiliaries, etc., our converted mer- 
chantmen and antiquated vessels, excepting HEngland’s 
ten old battleships, armed with muzzle loaders, and our 
eight old smooth-bore monitors. Four muzzle loaders 
on the Italian Duilio are also included. The five Brit- 
ish submarines are not given, as their building 
was a secret at the time the table was prepared. The 
twenty submarines authorized by France, April 1, 1901, 
are included.

The following is the comparison as to torpedo boats 
and torpedo-boat destroyers:

Japan, 74. Torpedo boat destroyers—EXngland, 113; 
France, 31; Russia, 53; United States, 20; Germany, 
27; Italy, 11; Japan, 19. 

These tables show our relative inferiority in battle- 
ships and torpedo boats. Of submarines England has 
5 building, France 4 built and 38 building, and the 
United States 1 built and 7 building. England has 10 
armored coast defense vessels, France 14, Russia 15, 
the United States 19, Germany 11 and Japan 4. Four 
of those of the United States are building and one of 
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Russia is not yet ready. These tables as a whole do 
not indicate that we are overdoing the matter of naval 
construction. . 

Over one hundred disasters to naval vessels are re- 
corded in this volume, resulting in the death of 251 men 
and injuries to over 50. Of these 121 were lost with the 
Japanese coming ship, which has not been heard from 
since Nov. 13, 1900; 40 by the wreck of the German 
school ship Gneisenau, ‘‘Dec, 16, 1901” (19007), and 45 
by the sinking of the French destroyer amme. This 
leaves 51 deaths to be ascribed to other accidents, most 
of which were t . It is a melancholy fact that 
two-thirds of the total loss of life was on board train- 
ing ships, and this suggests the possibility that too much 
dependence has been placed upon the skill of novitiate 
sailors. 


’ THE SCHLEY COURT OF INQUIRY. 


At the request of Admiral Schley the Navy Depart- 
ment has granted permission to Lieut. B. W. Wells, 
Jr., who was Admiral Schley’s flag secretary at San- 
tiago to examine the records in the case. Lieutenant 
Wells began his work on Sept. 3. The Department has 
telegraphed to the training ship Buffalo at Greenock, 
Scotland, for the immediate return of Chaplain W. T. 
Helms who is wanted as a witness by Admiral Schley. 
Admiral Remey at Cavite has telegraphed the Navy 
Department, in accordance with directions from Acting 
yy gg A Hackett, that he had ordered home from the 
Asiatic Station the following officers whose testimony 
is wanted before the Schley court: Lieut. James G. 
Doyle, Ensign John Halligan, Jr., Ensign Ralph N. 
Marble, Jr., Ensign Clark H. Woodward and Ensign 
William P. Cronan. Gustave BE. Claeson, who was at 
the wheel of the U. S. 8S. Texas at the battle of San- 
tiago, has been found running an elevator in the Seney 
Hospital, New York. 

The Navy Department will ignore the newspaper 
report of a remark said to have been made by Rear 
Admiral John C. Watson that he would prefer charges 
against any naval officer who accused Admiral Schley 
of cowardice. The New York “Evening Post” injects 
politics into the present controversy by printing a des- 
patch from Washington to the effect that Maryland 
Democrats are proposing to bring out Admiral Schley 
for President in 1904. Relative to the report that the 
firm is to appear in the interests of Admiral Sampson, 
the following statement has been given out by the firm 
of Stayton & Campbell, lawyers, of New York City: 
“We have been retained by certain naval officers to 
represent their interests in connection with the Schley 
Court of Inquiry, and to appear before that court, or 
to take any other steps that may be necessary for the 
protection of our clients.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The preliminary dock trials of the torpedo destroyer 
Decatur have been inaugurated at the works of the 
contractors, the W. R. Trigg Company, and the indi- 
eations are favorable for a successful trial over the 
Government course at Barren Island. The balancing 
of the machinery is found to be nearly perfect, and the 
workmanship shows to good advantage under steam. 
The Decatur and the Dale, both under construction at 
these works, will be taken to Baltimore within the next 
few weeks for the changes ordered on their sterns, and 
immediately thereafter the official trials will be carried 
ont. 

The officers of the U. 8. 8. 
by the Mayor of La Rochelle at 
The Mayor offered a toast to the American fleet. 
Commander Hawley replied with a _ toast’ to 
France. At English ports the Hartford and other 
United States warships received a most cordial 
welcome. Seldom have so many American war 
vessels appeared simultaneously in English ports as 
during the week ending Aug. 31. Scarcely had the 
Hartford and Essex arrived in the Thames before the 
Chicago excited the curiosity of Portsmouth’s citizens. 
Then the Dixie arrived at uthampton, and the Buf- 
falo’s crew were @ntertained at Greenock. The British 
officers regretted that the vessels could not all have 
gone to one port, so that a welcome could have been 
organized. 

Rear Admiral Remey, U. 8. N., in command of 
the Asiatic Station, advised the Navy Department that 
he will start on Sept. 3 for a tour of the southern isl- 
ands of the Philippines. As the Brooklyn is having her 
new battery installed, he transferred his flag tempo- 
rarily to the General Alava for the purpose of this trip. 

The North Atlantic Squadron arrived at the south- 
ern drill ground off the Virginia capes Sept. 3. 

The U. 8S. 8S. Indiana, which arrived at the League 
Island Navy Yard, Pa., from Annapolis, Md., on Sept. 
3, is to be used as a training ship for landsmen. Since 
the Navy Department began training landsmen on 
special ships, there has been some criticism that those 
ships were of the old sailing type and were not fitted 
for instructing men in the duties which would fall to 
them when serving on modern armor-clads. It is to 
meet this objection that the Indiana is to be transferred 
to the training service.

The U. 8. S. Columbia was formally placed in com- 
mission as a receiving ship at the Navy Yard New 
York on Aug. 31, in command of Capt. A. 8S. Snow. 
Simultaneously with the hoisting of the flag on the 
Columbia, the old Vermont's ensigu was hauled down, 
and she went out of commission. All the morning the 
jackies were busy moving personal belongings from the 
old receiving ship to the new. The davits were used 
in a number of cases to lift the heavier articles of fur- 
niture aboard. A square piano was among the things 
hoisted on the davits. 

The rumor which has been in vogue at the Navy 
Department for several weeks to the effect that the 
Illinois would be detailed for flagship duty on the newly- 
established European station bids fair to become a 
fact within a very brief period. It is said by the know- 
ing ones that this fine ship will be attached to that

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squadron within a very brief period, and that the Chi- 
cago will be relieved as soon as the Illinois reaches the 
station, and will be sent*home for some needed repairs 
and a general overhauling made necessary by the long 
service without dockyard attention. Officers for the 
Ilinois have been tentatively detailed, and the ship can 
be sent abroad at short notice if the occasion requires 
such action. 

With the Machias at the Colon end of the Panama 
Canal and the Ranger at the Panama end of the same 
waterway the interests of the United States are likely 
to be safeguarded sufficiently for all practical purposes 
unless actual war should break out. In this event 
it is probable that the Atlantic squadron could be mo- 
bilized in Port Limon within six days. From _ present 
indications, however, it does not seem likely that this 
country will be forced to adopt violent measures for 
the preservation of the status quo on the Isthmus. 
The moral force of two vessels representing this Gov- 
ernment can scarcely be over-estimated, and a semblance 
of peace is probable from this time on. 

In addition to the current work at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard the orders to dock the torpedo boat Manley and 
the captured Spanish gunboat Sandoval have piled up 
the business of the Construction Department of the 
yard until it looks as though something would have to 
be done to bring relief. This yard has always been 
famous for the quantity of work which can be turned 
out under pressure of necessity, and the present era 
will form no exception to its record. 

Lieut. Charles H. Burritt, Ghief of the Mining Bu- 
reau, has hopes that the Philippines may in time supply 
the Navy with a better grade of coal than that now 
obtained in Japan. ‘“There is no reason,” he says, “why 
the coal mines of the Philippines cannot be put into 
condition in six months’ time to supply all of the coal 
required for the transport service of the United States. 
The mines here have never been properly developed or 
superintended, for various reasons—jack of capital, 
lack of experienced labor, and more particularly and 
especially lack of transportation facilities. 

One of the most interesting, as well as the most_im- 
portant, papers read at the Naval War Coilege, New- 
port, R. 1. during the recent sessions, was that by 
Professor G. G. Wilson, who took up the subject of 
“Submarine Telegraph Cables in Their International 
Relations.” The views of the able professor shows 
originality, were presented with great clearness, and the 
deductions from the postulates presented were listened 
to with an amount of interest most flattering to the 
lecturer and which gave evidence of the close thought 
which has been bestowed upon the matter by the officers 
who have attended the course of instruction at the War 
College.

GENERAL LUDLOW PASSES AWAY. 

Brigadier General William Ludlow, U. S. A.. who 
returned home from the Philippines last Spring, died 
at Convent Station, N. J., on Aug. 30, at the resi- 
dence of his son-in-law, Clement A. Griscom, Jr. Gen. 
Ludlow, who was one of the most distinguished officers 
of the Army, famous as an engineer, as well as on the 
battlefield during the Civil and Spanish-American 
Wars, was born at Islip, L. L, Nov. 27, 1843. He was 
the son of William Handy and Frances Louisa Ludlow. 
His futher was brevetted major general for service in 
the Civil War. By both lines he was descended from 
hotable Colonial stock, and was of English and 
Welsh extraction, with family records reaching back 
to 1450. He was graduated from the United States 
Military Academy June 13, 1864, being among the first 
six graduates, and was immediately commissioned first 
lieutenant of engineers. He served with Gen. Hooker 
in the memorable Atlanta campaign, as chief engineer 
of the 20th A. C., and with General Sherman's army 
at Savannah and in the Carolina campaign as assistant 
engineer. In the defence of Altoona Pass young Lud- 
low for gallant and meritorious services won the brevet 
of captain before he had been in active service a 
month. On Dee. 21, 1864, while serving in the cam- 
prign through Georgia, he was again honored with the 
brevet rank of major for meritorious services. In 
March of the following year, when he had not been in 
the service two years, he was again rewarded with the 
brevet rank of lieutenant colonel, for gallant and meri- 
tovlous services in the campaign of the Carolinas on 
March 7, 1867. He served in the Black Hills and 
with the Yellowstone expedition of the early eighties. 
‘terward he was put in charge of the construction of 
ortant river and harbor works and fortifications 
ug the Atlantic coast. In 1882 he was promoted 
the grade of lieutenant colonel, and in the following 
year was apppointed chief engineer of the Philadelphia 
‘er department. He was engineer commissioner of 
the District of Columbia, 1886-88, and had charge of 
th river and harbor and lighthouse work on the Great 
es, 1888-93.

He leaves a widow and one daughter. His wife was 
a Miss Almira Sprigg of St. Louis, a ccusin of Mrs. 
Winfield 8S. Hancock. Rear Admiral Nicoll Ludlow, 
U. 8S. N., is his brother. The funeral services over the 
remains of the General were held in Trinity Church, 
New York City, on Sept. 3. Regular Army troops 
paraded as escort, in command of Col. John I. Rogers, 
Artillery Corps, the body being borne on a caisson 
from Barclay street ferry to the church. The re- 
mains were met at the vestibule of the church by_the 
Rey. Edward H. C. Goodwin, post chaplain at Goy- 
ernors Island and vicar of St. Cornelius’s Chapel, who 
officiated at the service. The peneuaty., pallbearers 
were General James M. Wilson, General Eugene Grif- 
tin, Colonel C. G. Treat, Captain Edwin St. J. Greble, 
Colonel W. M. Black and Colonel J. W. Riley, U. 8. A. 
Many officers accompanied the mourners, who were 
Mrs. Ludlow, the widow of the General; Rear Admiral 
Nicoll Ludlow, his brother, and Mrs. C. A. Griscom, 
the General’s daughter, with her husband and two 
young sons. Among those present were Rear Admiral 
Albert 8. Barker, U. S. N., commandant of Navy 
Yard, N. Y., and aide, Commander Clifford H. West. 

The body was finally taken to Fresh Pond, L. L., to 
be cremated. The ashes of the General will be buried 
at Oakdale, L. I., in the family plot. 

General Ludlow represented the highest type of the 
Army officer with whom honor, duty and fidelity to 
public trust are the guiding principles of action. His 
energy and force of character were controlled by a 
trained intelligence which made him a leader among 
men.

At the outbreak of the war of the rebellion, when 
but seventeen years of age, Mr. Peck enlisted in the 
Army and was assigned to clerical duty in the office 
of the Adjutant General. He served continuously in 
that office up to the time of his death, having reached 
the grade of chief clerk of the military information 
division several years ago. He leaves an aged mother 
who resides in Malone, N. Y., and a wife and two 
children. The deceased was a faithful, efficient and 
popular official, and_ his Ceath is a Source of general 
regret to his many friends. 

Brevet Colonel William H. Walcott, captain U. 8. A., 
retired, died suddenly at his home in Washington, on 
Aug. 30. He was born in Massachusetts, and enlisted 
as a private in the Ist Rhode Island Light Artillery 
at the beginning of the Civ) War. He was promoted 
and received brevet commission of major, for gallant 
and meritorious services at the battle of Gettysburg, 
lieutenant colonel for gallant and meritorious services 
during the war. He was retired_from active service 
with the grade of captain Jan. 7, 1865, having lost 
e leg at Gettysburg.

SOME FACTS FOR GENERAL DAGGETT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

As you very truly say, the letter of Gen. Aaron S, 
Daggett, U. S. A., retired, has given great encourage- 
ment to the element represented by those misguided 
individuals who succeeded in eliminating from the 
statutes of the United States the wise authority which 
sanctioned the operations of the Post Exchanges of the 
Army, in a manner more conducive to the best interests 
of the enlisted man. : 

The writer says that it was no unusual thing to find a 
company on inspection with a majority of its members 
more or less under the influence of liquor; it is presumed 
he speaks of companies he has inspected. I doubt if 
there is an officer of experience in the United States 
Army that will bear him out in that remark. As a 
manded a company four-fifths of his men would not 
inspection of his own company, and it is gratifying to 
know that he subsequently says that when he com- 
manded a company, four-fifths of his men would not 
go near such dens of vice (presumably saloons off the 
reservation). We are consequently led to infer that 
his company was an exceptional one, a very natural 
idiosyncracy, and one usually indulged in by company 
commanders. 

As a former company commander, with an experience 
of service in the Regular Army of over thirty years, 
largely on the frontier, I have failed to observe that 
in matters of morals any particular unit was to any 
appreciable extent different from any other unit, and 
my experience has been that the average American 
soldier will go where his instincts take him, and the 
law permits him, and I doubt much whether General 
Daggett’s company was any different from any one 
else. He speaks of commanding a company for more 
than twenty years. True, but he commanded a com- 
pany for less than four years under the canteen system. 
This system went into existence about 1888, and General 
Daggett went on a recruiting detail between that and 
1892, so that his remarks, taken verbatim, are mislead- 
ing, as the uninitiated would grasp the idea that a long 
experience of nearly a quarter of a century had led 
him to formulate the opinion he has expressed. 

He also advises as a substitute for the managed and 
controlled Post Exchange, what? “The vilest outside 
dens of iniquity,” to quote his own words. This he 
considers a panacea for the morals of the enlisted men. 
Why? Because, as he says, the majority of the men 
will keep away from them. Does this need argument 
to refute it? It is possible that some of the contem- 
poraries of General Daggett, who served with him at 
the time he was in command of a company, and a Post 
where no exchange existed, may have a desire to express 
themselves on this subject.

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WORK OF THE FIFTH INFANTRY. 


San Quintin, Abra, P. L., July 28, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal 

In view of the merited praise bestowed upon some of 
the regiments in the Philippines during the insurrection, 
it is but just that the hard, important and successful 
work of the 5th Infantry should receive a_ similar 
recognition. 

Company B, Lieutenant Knight, commanding; Co. 
C, during the greater part of the time under the com- 
mand of Capt. W. F. Martin, and at present under 
Lieut. Paul Beck, and Co. D, with Lieut. E. J. Wil- 
liams and Lieut. P. C. Price, have been and are still 
stationed in the heretofore almost inaccessible ons 
of the Abra Mountains, where Blas and Juan Villa- 
more’s dangerous, well-organized bands had spies behind 
every rock and tree. They fought this force from No 
vember, 1900, till May 1, 1901, when unable longer to 
resist the tireless energy and watchfulness of the Fitch 
the Villamores surrendered, haying down thirty-six 
swords, representing as many officers, 300 rifles, with 
ample ammunition, and 1,700 bolos. This on the parade 
ground at Bangued, Abra. 

It has never been brought to the attention of the 
public that this was the first general surrender after 
Aguinaldo’s capture, and that the Villamores’ command 
was the keystone, the removal of which set toppling the 
wall of the insurrection. The surrender of General 
Tinio and the renegade colonel, Padre Agalasqay it 
Ilocus Norte, and General Alejandrino in Union, were 
directly resultant from this surrender, the troops ip 
these three provinces having existed in very close union. 
Next followed the surrender of Generals Cailles and 
Geromino, as well as many others.

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TEXAS VOLUNTEER GUARD. 


Gen. L. M. Openheimer, commanding the Texas Vol- 
unteer Guard, in an official report on the division camp 
near Austin, Texas, July 18 to 27, which he commanded, 
cave some interesting data on his observations. All 
tents were pitched by the troops for the first time. The 
following were present: Major Gen. L. M. Openheimer, 
commanding division; Brig. Gen. Wm. H. Stacy; Ist 
luf., Major B. F. Delameter; 2d Inf.. Col. Gordon Boone; 
Brig. Gen. A. P. Wozencraft; 3d Inf., Lieut. Col. P. C. 
Townsend; 4th Inf., Lieut. Col. Cecil Lyon; Squadron 
ot ist Cav., Major C. Towles; Battalion ist Art., 
Major L. 8. Flateau; a total of 2,392 officers and men. 
His Excellency Gov. Jos. D. Sayers and Brig. Gen. 
Thos. Seurry, Adjutant General, were also in attend- 
ance, 

Capts. G. G. Gatley and W. M. Cruikshank, of the 
Art. Corps, U. S. A., reported for duty on the 2l1st of 
July, remained during the rest of the camp, and their 
experience and advice were of great practical value 
to our officers. 

Col. J. N. Wheelan, commanding Department of Texas, 
detailed several non-commissioned officers of cavalry and 
artillery to report for the purpose of instructing our 
non-commissioned officers, and these accomplished good 
results in improving guard and other duties. Gen. 
Luther R. Hare, U. S. V., was also a visitor and 
remained in camp several days. 

lor the first time in the history of the Guard it was 
furnished the regulation ration prescribed for the U. 8. 
Army, at 18% cents per capita per day; by far the 
cheapest subsistence ever issued to the Guard, and less 
than one-half the price heretofore paid. Complaints 
as to guard duty made in former years are reiterated. 
The General says: “I have never seen a camp in which 
less proficiency was evinced by the sentinels during the 
first three days, a condition for which company com- 
manders are primarily and solely responsible. These 
duties should have been taught men before the arrival 
in camp.” 

Much attention was given to field exercises and battle 
formations, and the application of the principles of 
security and information applicable to these. A recon- 
noissance made by a board of officers, and a map of the 
tt rain, showing field of operations and disposition of 
troops, in the solution of a field problem elicited favor- 
bie comment from Captains Gatley and Cruikshank, of 


the Army. Extended order drill was also practiced and 
much attention given thereto. Some new organizations 
were not up in extended order and these executed bat- 


talion dyill in close order. General Openheimer says: 
| give it as my opinion that the State camp for 1901 
showed a greater degree of military efficiency in every 
practical detail than any in the past coming under my 
supervision. The general deportment of officers and men 
while in camp contributed greatly to this condition, 
which facts are, of course, due to experience, and the 
coustant efforts of our Adjutant General to bring about 
these results. The field experience of many vf our 
oflicers in the Spanish War demonstrated to them that 
lie pomp and circumstance of war,’ such as parades, 
reviews and other ceremonies, were of no practical 
value in the field, and they paid more attention to prac- 
tical duties and influenced officers of less experience to 
imitate their example. The Volunteer Guard is more 
thoroughly uniformed and equipped than at any time 
in its history, a fact due to the continued efforts of 
General Seurry, our Adjutant General.”

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ARMY OFFICERS IN THE CONSTABULARY. 


The filling of the leading places in the Insular Con- 
stabulary with Army officers—Major Allen as chief and 
Captain Baker as first assistant chief—caused this com- 
ment in the Manila “Times:” “These two appointments 
of civil officers falling to Regular Army officers has 
occasioned some remark, on the ground that the Insular 
Constabulary is a purely civil organization and Army 
men in office are uncalled for now that the civil gov- 
ernment is in power. The fact is these men become 
for the time civilians, retaining their rank ant peu in 
the Service, but detached from military duty. e ap- 
pointment is no more out of place than the assignment 
of an Army officer to the post of Indian Agent or other 
civil government position in the States, which is a 
common occurrence. The constabulary is a civil organi- 
zation of a semi-military character, and requires a man 
at the head like Major Allen who is thoroughly trained 
in military organization and administration. 

“Moreover there is the additional reason that the 
Constabulary will have to be in constant connection 
with the Army. For these reasons the Civil Governor 
requested the Military Governor to name some officer 
for reappointment, and General Chaffee selected Major 
Allen on account of his record as civil governor of 
Leyte as well as his military reputation. The position 
offers boundless opportunities to both officers to make a 
name for themselves, as the work of organizing and 
maintaining the first Insular Constabulary in efficiency 
rests solely on their abilities. It is for these reasons 
they have been chosen.” 





CASE OF LIEUTENANT MITCHELL, U. 8. V. 


Second Lieut. Henry T. Mitchell, 41st Inf., U. 8. V., 
having been tried by a G. C. M., and found guilty of 
“Embezzlement, and failing and neglecting to obey an 
order from his department commander,” was sentenced 
“To be dismissed the service of the United States, and 
that the crime and punishment be published in the 
newspapers about the camp and in the State from 
which he came or where he usually resides.’”” Major Gen- 
eral Wheaton in reviewing the proceedings, in an official 
order dated Manila, July 9, says: “The proceedings 
are approved. The findings upon the first charge and 
its specification are disapproved, the evidence upon the 
record being, in the opinion of the reviewing authority, 
not sufficient to remove a reasonable doubt of the guilt 
of the accused as averred in that charge and its speci- 
fication. The findings upon the second and third charges 
and their specifications are approved. Lieutenant 
Mitchell’s connection with the service has been termin- 
ated by his muster-out June 30, 1901. The United States 
having sustained no loss, the ends of justice will be 
subserved by no further action in this case. The sen- 
tence is disapproved.”

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MANILA OPINION OF MAJOR MAUS. 

In speaking of the appointment of Major L. M. Maus 
as Commissioner of Public Health for the Philippines 
the Manila “Times” said: “The appointment of Major 
IL. M. Maus for the post of Commissioner of Public 
Health is one of the most popular selections which the 
Commission has yet made in filling the different offices 
under the new civil government, although there will

Major 
Maus is thoroughly qualified for the office and became 
the most desirable candidate when Colonel Greenleaf, 
to whom the appointment was offered, left the Phil- 
ippines.

Colonel Maus has served as chief surgeon, Second Di- 
vision, Sth Army Corps; chief surgeon, Department of 
Northern Luzon; medical and sanitary inspector of the 
Division; acting chief surgeon, Division of the Phil- 


ippines, and chief surgeon, Department of Southern 
Luzon, and is regarded as one of the best organizers 
and administrative officers of the medical corps of the 
Army. He has been especially interested in the san- 
itary work, and as sanitary inspector of the Division 
has visited almost every section of the Archipelago, 
which especially fits him for the new work he is to 
undertake. He has also been very prominent in con- 
nection with the segregation of lepers, and was _presi- 
dent of the board of officers detailed for the selection 
of a suitable island for this colony. He has also been 
very active in stamping out smallpox, and while sta- 
tioned at Bautista as General MacArthur’s chief sur- 
geon, eliminated smallpox from the Division by a 
successful system of public vaccination among the na- 
tives.

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WHAT ONE OFFICER HAS DONE. 

The Manila “Bulletin” of July 26 says: ‘“‘With the 
departure of the Sheridan, Manila lost one of the most 
able and efficient officers in the service, Capt. C. H. 
Martin, 14th U. S. Inf. Captain Martin first came to 
Manila, in August of 1898, and was immediately put 
in charge of the sanitary department of the city. At 


that time the streets were overgrown with weeds, and 
filled with all sorts of rubbish, and the task of thor- 
oughly renovating the city was certainly Herculean 
and required a man of more than ordinary experience. 
This work the Captain carried to successful completion, 





and Manila became what it is today, as clean as if 
the Sanitary Department of a great metropolitan city 
had done the work. 

“When the war clouds hung heavy over China, the 
captain was relieved at his request, in order to accom- 
pany his regiment to the scene of trouble, where his 
ability and courage won for him fresh honors. The 
story is too well known in Manila to need telling again 
at this late date. After the trouble in China was at 
an end, the 14th Infantry was ordered to Manila and 
with the regiment came Captain Martin, and as soon 
as possible he was again put in charge of the sanitary 
department. Here he took up the work where he had 
left off and continued to do*his utmost until he was 
relieved and ordered home with the 14th. As Captain 
Martin returns to the States, the plaudits and best 
wishes of the people of Manila go with him. No one 
officer has ever done as much for the welfare and has 


had the needs of the city as honestly at heart.”

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OUR PENSION SYSTEM. 


The annual report of the Commissioner of Pensions 
shows that there were very nearly 1,000,000 names ou 
the pension roll on the 30th of Jiine, and that the net 
gain during the year was 4,206, the thirty-eighth year 
since the end of the civil war. The number of cer- 
tificates issued during the year was 109,668, being 4,000 
more than were issued in any previous year. The report 
shows that there are applications for increase of pen- 
sions On account of new disabilities developed since the 


former ones were discovered by the examiners. The 
veterans of the Spanish war drew during the past year 
$1,175,224, and increase of $842,320 over the previous 
year. There has been a marked increase of widows’ 
pensions. The total amount paid for pensions during 
the year was $158,500,000, which was less, by $6,000,- 
Qu0, than the appropriation, according to figures pre- 
sented by Mr. McClellan of New York in the last Con- 
gress, the total we are paying for past wars is $154,- 
694,292, including pensions and the cost of the Bureau, 
Soldiers’ Homes, National Cemeteries, artificial limbs, 
etc. The total war budget of France, with its immense 
Army, was only 23 per cent. more than this, or $190,- 
197,542. he regular cost of our qilitary establish- 
ment, aside from emergency appropriations, is $152,- 
068,100 a year, and for the Navy $80,056,135 

Writing on the defects of our pension system in the 
August “Forum,” Francis E. Leupp says: “There are 
net a dozen taxpayers in the United States, I venture 
to say, who would raise any objection to providing at 
the publie expense for the comfort of every man who 
has shed his blood for his country. I doubt whether even 

service pension, if scrupulously guarded, honestly ad- 
ministered, and confined to the cases of the needy, would 
he unpopular. All that the people demand is that, in its 
desire to be kind to those who deserve kindness, the 
Goverament shall not become indiscriminate and let in 

» undeserving as well, and that liberality shall not 
be construed to mean prodigality and riot. For every 
bad claim admitted some good claim suffers indirectly. 
it is, therefore, of great importance that the pension 
roll should be watched, not only by the special agents 
employed in the public service, but by all good citizens, 

nd that every facility should be offered to persons 
whose aim is to save the Government from being imposed 
upon.” 

Mr. Leupp shows at some length the deficiencies of 
our present pension system, and the opportunities it 
offers for extravagance and fraud. There are, he says, 
“now probably 50,000 men in the United States—a pretty 
fuir-sized army—who draw their livelihood largely from 
procuring pensions. They include solicitors, claim agents, 
and a class of touters, or pullers-in, as they would be 
called in an old-clothes district. There are also traveling 
men—drummers’ for commercial houses furnishing the 
model. The whole lot are dignified with the ‘title of

speculations from one of the attorneys who practised 
before him, and who is understood to have collected 
more than $500, in one year in fees deducted from 
pensioners’ first payments! That was a golden-harvest 
period in the claims business in Washington, when 
within the year more than half a million names were 
added to the roll of pensions. In view of the ease with 
which any wear may become a pension attorney, and 
of the hap-hazard methods pursued in the selection of 
medical examiners, it is plain that the Government has 
to trust more to good luck than to anything else to 
save itself from being continually cheated.” 

Numerous cases of fraudulent practices are cited. 
“The blame for the present condition of things,” he 
says, “must rest on Congress and on the clamorous 
army of claim agents and solicitors who infest the 
lobbies of that body. To no small extent, moreover, 
the boldness of the claim agents in making war upon 
any Commissioner who tries to do his duty, and the 
inactivity of Congress when reforms are most urgently 
needed, are traceable to the apparent indifference of 
good citizens at large. If these were as aggressive in 
supporting an honest officer as men of the other sort 
are in assailing him, and if they would insist upon de- 
cent pension legislation with half the energy they put 
into a demand for a tariff schedule or a currency meas- 
ure, the honest pensioner would soon have cause for 
pride in his certificate, wholesale perjury would go to 
a discount, the taxpayers would take fresh heart of 
hope, and the legacies of an American war now thirty- 
six years past would cease to be a gaping-stock for the 
civilized world.”
